jena suddenly exploded at a local recrea- 
tion park this afternoon, fatally injur- 
ing Capt. James Moore, the aéronaut, 
and Milton Mygatt, a bystander. 

Several spectators were knocked 
down and seriously hurt as the im- 
mense crowd made a rush to get away 
from the scene of the accident. 

Moore has a broken pelvis, a frac- 
tured right hip and right arm, and two- 
thirds of the surface of his body is 
frightfully burned. 

Mygatt, who is 80 years old, was 
thrown to the grown with such force 
by the explosion that he sustained a 
fractured hip. 

Neither man is expected to recover. 

Capt. Moore was making the first of 
three ascensions, or flights, that he had 
contracted to make here. Attached to 
the huge gas bag was a small basket- 
like framework carrying a small en- 
gine, that furnished the power for the 
propeller. 

The dirigible was about fifty feet 
above the ground, and Capt. Moore 
had just exclaimed,.“‘Here goes for a 
successful flight or a trip to hell,” when 
the revolving propeller caught in the 
bag and tore a huge hole in the cover- 
ing, from which volumes of gas poured 
out.

July 3.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] Enraged because he had been 
ejected from a saloon, T. G. Earhart, 
a paroled convict, broke inte a store 
here and stole a shotgun last night, 
and then ran amuck through the town 
shooting everybody he saw. Six men 
were hit by his shots, but none will 
die, because Earharts’ shells were 
loaded with bird shot. 

As soon as a posse was found and 
pursuit became too hot for him, Ear- 


where he stood at bay ail night, shoot- 
ing whenever one of the posse showed 
himself. When daylight came prepara- 
tions were made vt set fire to the 
warehouse, and chen Earhart came 
forth and surrendered himself. 

Earhart’s victims are William Clark, 
shot in the-shoulder; John Johnson, 
shot in the leg, serious; Postmaster E. 
T. Perkins, right foot shattered by 
shot; Water Cason, deputy sheriff, 
shot in t back; Charles Ritchie, 
right leg wounded: Joseph Beeziey, 
wounded in face, back and legs, se- 
rious. 

It was some time after Earhart be- 
gan shooting up th» town that Deputy 
Cason arrived and organized resist- 
ance to the terrorist. Some twenty 
men, all heavily armed, were depu- 
tized. Earhart opened fire on them 
without hesitation. It was only when 
fifty shots had been fired at him and 
he had received a bullet in the arm 
that he took refuge under the ware- 
house.

REVOLTING STORY. 


| Rediands Man Confesses That He Was

PARIS (France) July 3.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] The Indian editor, Krish- 
navarma, whose writings in the Indian 
Sociologist are held largely responsible 
for the murder of Lieut.-Col. Sir 
William Hutt Curzon Wyllie and Dr.

clety and that the murderer acted on 
his own initiative. 

“It is all due to the repression of the 
right of free speech in India,” declared 
Krishnavarma. 

“In India killing because of British 
oppression I may have declared is not 
murder, but merely the logical conse- 
quence of a racial juxtaposition with 
bratality on the one side and uncon- 
querable pride on the other. 

“Every patriot of whatever country 
admires the action of the American 
colonies in 1778, amid conditions which 
in principle were much the same as 


those now confronting the Indians un- 


der British dominion. On our own 

I counsel anything and every- 
thing looking toward deliverance from 
this intolerable yoke—the knife and the 
rifle, if necessary.

SIX MEMBERS OF FAMILY OF 
EIGHT DROWN.

Young Girl Falls in Reservoir as 
Bank Crumbles; Sister Plunges in 
to Rescue, Mother, Son and Father 
Follow in Turn—Small Boy Alone 
Escapes.

WELLINGTON (Colo.) July 3.—([Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Five members of the 
Fuller family of eight were drowned 
this afternoon in Reservoir No. 5, one 
member of the family after the other 
attempting to rescue the other until 
the death list numbered five. 

The dead are: George Fuller, aged 45; 
Mrs. George Fuller, aged 44; Ella Ful- 
ler, aged 14; Gladys Fuller, aged 132; 
John Fuller, aged 10. 

Five of the Fullers were fishing from 
the bank of the reservoir this after- 
noon, and the father was working in a 
feild a quarter of a mile away. Gladys, 
the younger gtr!, fell into the reservoir 
when the bank caved in. Ella jumped 
into the water to rescue her sister. 
Then Mrs. Fuller jumped into the 
water to get both of them and John, 
the 10-year-old boy, followed to help 
those already in the water. 

The father, in the field, fearing the 
shnmeks of his family, ran to the bank 
and jumped in. Everett Fuller, an 8 
year-vid boy, also jumped into the 
water, but in some manner he was 
able to extricate himself and carried 
the news of the drowning to neigh- 
bors four miles away. 

The bodies were recovered two 
after the drowning. 


NEW TRIAL FOR RAIDERS. 


Supreme Court of Tennessee Reverses 
Finding of Lower Tribunal in 
Case of Night Riders. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
JACKSON (Tenn.) July 3.—The. cases 
of the eight night riders, six of whom 
are under the death sentence,. charged 

with the murder of Capt. Quentin 

kin at Walnut Lodge, on Reelfoot 
Lake, October 29 last, were reversed 
by the Supreme Court today and they 
were remanded for new trials. 

The six men who were under death 
sentence are Garrett Johnson, alleged 
leader of the night-rider organization 
in Obion county; Arthur Cloar, Fred 
Pinion, Sam Applewhite, Tid Burton 
and Roy Ransom. The other two, Bud 
Mogris and Bob Huffman, were con- 
victed of murder in the second degre». 

In reversing the case the court aa- 
signed the two principal reasons. Tha 
first was that the grand jury which 
found the indictments against the al- 
leged night riders, was not selécted in 
a proper manner. The grand j was 
selected out of a panel named by Judge 
J. E. Jones, the trial judge, whereas, 
the law. provides the panel nig¥rt he 
chosen by at least three members of 
the county court. 

The second error was that the State 
did not allow the defendants a suff- 
client number of challenges. 

The eight men were tried on a joint 
indictment and the trial court upheld 
the’ State's contention that the eight 
defendants were only entitled to the 
legal number of challenges, twenty- 
four, which would apply if one man is 
on trial. 

The prisoners will be taken back to 
Union City and an effort will be made 
to obtain their release on bail pend- 
ing a second trial of their cases.

LONDON, July 3.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] Not only in this capital in 
the Foreign Offices of France d 
Spain, to say nothing of Russia and 
Italy, is the question of the successor 
to Prince Von Buelow, the all-absorb- 
ing topic. Count Johann Heinrich von 
Bernstorff, at present Ambassador to 
the United States, is one of those men 
high up in the favor of the Kaiser, 
whose names are being most frequent- 
ly mentioned by those who are sup- 
posed to be keeping in touch with 
German national and international 
politics. 

His success with his work in Wash- 
ington, and his known ability, as well 
as the fact that he would be persona 
grata with almost all, if not all, of 
the European powers, lends color to 
the rumor that has him slated for the 
place in the Foreign Office at Berlin. 

There are of course others mentioned, 
Not the least among these are Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Holiweg, Baron Marschal 
von Bieberstein, Wedel, Lowenfeidt 
and Rheinbaben. 

It is thought in London and Paris 
that it Prince on Buelow retires 
from the German Chancellorship, Em- 
peror William will take a firmer grasp 
than ever before of the reins of the 
Berlin Foreign Office. 

Should the successor to the Prince 
be Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg, such 
a development seems a logical neces- 
sity in the judgment of some shrewd 
observers, because of the conceded un- 
familharity of that statesman with the 
Atmosphere of Weitpolitik.“ 

Dr. Von Bethmann’s advancement to 
the Foreign Office would be much more 
acceptable to France and England than 
the promotion of Baron Marschal von 
Bieberstein. 

The former is by temperament and 
conviction a friend of peace, and 
though a man of exceptionally adroit 
methods, has little use for the Bis- 
marckian traditions. He has Prince 
Von Buelow's sense of humor and fac- 
ulty for repartee and epigram. Of all 
the public men in Germany, Dr. Von 

thmann is the most popular among 
the French politicians. 

Baron Marschall von Bieberstein's 
elevation to the Chancellorship would 
be deplored by London and Paris as 
an international misfortune. He is the 
most truculent and aggressive of Ger- 
man public men. The American dele- 
gates to the second Hague conference 
found in him their most masterful op- 

nent; and it was the attitude of Bie- 
— that brought the proceedings 
to their lame and impotent conclusion. 

He is disliked and derided in Paris. 
But there is no question of his extraor- 
dinary force and talent. Men like We- 
del, Lowenfeldt and Rheinbaben are 
tyros in comparison.

XY7JELLOWTAIL RUN 
AT THE BEACHES. 


WEEK'S SPORT HAS BEEN BEST 
OF THE SEASON. 


Fishermen Snag Big Fish Under 
Wharves—Bass Caught in Large 
Numbers in Favored Places—Surf 
Casters Have Had Good Luck. 
Regulars Have Good Sport. 


The period of continued warm 
weather has been accompanied by the 
appearance of yellowtail, and at Del 
Rey, Redondo, Port Los Angeles and 
Newport the handliners have taken 
quite a few of the big fellows. The 
mall fry fishing has improved also 
during the last week, pompano, yellow- 
fin and mackerel running strong all 
along the west coast. 

Newport has been the favored 
place for the yellowtail, and last Sun- 
day six big fellows were taken off the 
plier. Two of the fish were snagged by 
spear fishermen. The water at this 
point is unusually clear, the beach ts a 
white sand, and the yellowtail can be 
seen at a depth of several fathoms. 
Fishermen watch the big fellows dart- 
ing about the piles in search of small 
fry, and it is only a matter of practice 
to send the barbed s eel into the back 
of the flsh. 

Eight ycllowtail were taken in three 
days at Port Los Angeles, and the fish 
averaged betwen fourteen and cight- 
een pounds. The largest caught was a 
twenty-one pounder taken Tuesday 
morning by Harry McCord from the 
end of the pier. Joe Wellington hooked 
two yellowtail Wednesday, using 
smelt for bait. Three more were 
caught Thursday by G. N. Vaughn and 
F. P. Lewis. 

Redondo has entertained a happy 
crowd of regulars all week, and the 
fishermen netted many baskets of 
small fry. Mackerel, sea trout, and 
surf have been the most plentiful, 
while several good-sized yellowtail and 
halibut were taken earlier in the week. 
The surf ran strong all along the coast 
from Manhattan to Cliffton, and sev- 
eral good baskets were taken. Cliffton 
was the favorite point, and the casters 
caught many nice messes there last 
Sunday. 

A new fishing point has been opened 
to the fishermen at North Beach, 
where the new -oncrete pier under 
construction is nearing completion. 

ach casters have had good luck near 
the pier, and the location seems to be 
a good fishing point. 

Halibut have been quite numerous ai 
Port Los Angeles, Del Rey and Belboa. 
Bay City has been visited by several 
regulars and the catches of surf have 
been good. Chester Gordan caught a 
seven and a half pound surf Tuesday, 
and twenty-five smaller ones. W. E. 
Strobridge made a good catch of 
striped bass, bringing in the string in 
two hours last Sunday. 8. Simons 
caught a seven and one-half-pound 
surf and twenty-five smaller ones at 
Bay City. 

An eight-pound surf was hooked by 
H. L. Corson at Balboa last Sunday. 
Corson also took a seven-pound bass. 
Over two hundred pounds of bass were 
taken In the bay in the same day. 
Sheepshead have been plentiful and 
yellowtail were numerous. 

A heavy run of yellowfin was on at 
Manhattan early in the week, and the 
handful of regulars enjoyed good sport. 
Eighty pounds were taken last Sunday 
and Monday.

BECOMES DEMENTED.

Severe Shock Unbalances Him—As- 
setsed Value of Bernardino 
County Shows of Four Mil- 
lien Dollars Over Lest Year. 
Sheep Herder Bitten by Rattler. 


SAN BERNARDINO, July 3—Word 
was received here today that A. B. 
Crawford, secretary of the Searchlight- 
Midas Mining Company, who was 
badly burned last week by an explo- 
sion at the company’s property, has 
become demented as a result of his 
injuries. 
At the time of the accident the sec- 
retary was witnesging the tryout of a 
new hoist. By some mishap the gaso- 
line tank went into fragments, and 
Crawford was saturated with ol] over 
his bands and face. By presence of 
mind he was able to extinguish the 
flames himeelf, but not before con- 
siderable injury had resulted. 
The severe shock has evidently un- 
balanced him, as the doctors can give 
no other reason for his dementia.

LONG BEACH WILL GET IT. 

LONG BEACH, Jule 3—When it 
comes to offering pleasures to visitors 
to the seashore Long Beach never 
takes a back seat.

It will be called the airship 
spiral way. This will consist of a steel 
tower 100 feet in circumference and 580 
feet high, around which a mono- ral 
will wind from top to bottom.

car being allowed upon the splralway 
at a time. The support of the car by 
the unseen rail above and its free 
swing in the air from the rail will give 
the airship effect with satisfying nat- 
uralness. 

The top of the steel tower will be 
capped with a revolving dome, which 
will be ribbed with lights. The spiral- 
way, it is estimeted, will cost many 
thousands of dollars.

It marked the setting up 
of the first government on earth in which the peo- 
ple were to govern themselves. This was the first 
republic worthy of the name ever organized by 
man. Its influence upon the world in these four 
generations has been immeasurable, and that in- 
fluence has been altogether beneficial. 

A noted statistician in an article in The Times 
last Friday told us of the material progress of our 
country since the birth of the nation. The figures 
are incomprehensible. The products of our fish- 
eries are worth in money $50,000,000 a year.

000. The output of our mines amounts to $2,000,- 
000,000, and of cur farms to $8,000,000,000. The 
manufactured products of America these current 
years are worth annuaily $18,000,000,000. 

Our railroads span 250,000 miles, and if run 
around the earth would engirdle it nine times. We 
have 25,000 miles of telegraph lines. We have 
4,000,000 telephone receivers. The foreign com- 
merce of the country amounts to $3,000,000,000 an- 
nually, and our money supply is represented by the 
same colossal figure. 

We are not altogether materialistic. There are 
275,000 schools of various kinds in the United 
States, and we spend more upon education and less 
upon war equipment than any other great civilized 
nation upon earth. We have 21,320 newspapers 
and periodicals of various kinds, more than can be 
counted among the people of any other nation of 
the day. We have over 7000 libraries in the 
country. 

In territorial extent we have 3,500,000 square 
miles, an immense slice of the land surface of the.

The undeveloped resources of the coun- 
try would require us to multiply our developed 
wealth by thousands to measure what is there. The 
population of today is thirty times as great as it 
was upon the natal morning of our nation, and at 
the end of another century we may expect to see 
it probably multiplied thirty times again. 
he mental and spiritual upraising of this nation 
has, year by year, during all these four genera- 
tions, kept pace with its material progress, Ours 
is a knowledge-loving and moral people. The mag- 
nificent universities of today have no odds to ask 
from those of the oldest nations in Europe.

PEED REGULATION. 

The death of an estimable citizen and promi- 
nent, merchant of this city on Friday evening in 
an automobile accident brings to the front the sub- 
ject of speed regulations in this city. The driver 
of the machine by which Mr. Lowman met his 
death may be blameless. That does not lessen the 
blow to the family. Some one was to blame, and 
it looks as if it was those who occupied the ma- 
chine which disappeared in a cloud of dust, taking 
no trouble to ascertain what had been the result 
of their wild speed. 

the very day of this sad aceident the writer 
was going west on a street car on Seventh street. 
At one of the crossings the car came to a standstill 
to let passengers on and off. A woman, who was 
standing on the curb waiting for the car, as it 
slowed up, stepped to the street to cross to the 
car. As she did so a big machine came tearing 
the air at a twenty-mile pace. It gave no warning 
“toot,” but as the woman placed her foot on the 
gutter the driver let out a blood-curling howl which 
caused the woman to draw back on to the curb.’ 
The machine whizzed past, missing her by a few 
inches and by just one second. Had the woman 
reached the street with both feet, nothing could 
have saved her life. 

This is a populous city. Traffic is very heavy in 
the business center, and not light ali through the 
residence districts. The network of street cars is 
close and much used. It is the experience of all 
large cities that much precaution is necessary to 
protect life and limb. In great cities policemen 
are stationed at the crossings, and in the places 
where traffic is heavy no pedestrian tries to cross 
until the officer arrests the movement of things on 
wheels. All vehicles must keep to the right side of 
the street, and there are stations of refuge half 
* over. 

e are approaching conditions here which will 
call for similar regulations. There are 5000 auto- 
mobiles used in Los Angeles, and the small boy on 
a bicycle is as dangerous as the wild driver at the 
wheel of the auto. Where traffic is heavy six miles 
an hour is too high a speed for safety, and nowhere 
should a twenty-mile pace be permitted. The ordi- 
nances as they are should be rigidly enforced and 
in some features they need amendment. 

As to pedestrians, they can do much to make 
accidents less liable. Crossing the streets in a 
diagonal path is dangerous anywhere in a_ city. 
Crossing directly lessens the dangers. Then it is 
incumbent on all who use the streets to keep wide 
awake. The streets should be scanned in all direc- 
tions by all who attempt to cross them or to board 
a car or alight from one. 

We are all in too much of a hurry. We rush 
to catch a car and forget everything else except 
the mad desire to “get there.” 

All the fault does not lie at the door of any class. 
Drivers, pedestrians and officials need to use great 
diligence in order to lessen these automobile acci- 
dents. .

One 
littie laddte had been tempted by an 
unusually fine day to tempt another 
lad to play hookey, and the two had 
gone down to the river and caught a 
turtie and sold it for 50 cents, and then 
got caught themselves by the attend- 
ance officer. 

The boys are taught every day by 
a kindly teacher blessed with the sav- 
ing sense of humor. “Who wants to 
recite for the visitor?” he asked. Sev- 
eral black hands shot into the air. 

“Ethiopia gets more representation 
here than is her fair share.” said 
the teacher. After all the black boys 
had recited, a white boy got up near 
the window, and read a poem about 
the beautiful world, and the isper- 
ing winds, and the flowing streams.

HOLDS STORAGE WATERS. 

In a recent report on the ground wa- 
ter of the Indio region, it is stated 
that the chief beneficial effect of the 
Salton Sea is to prevent the escape ot 
the storage waters in the Coachella 
Valley.

and surrounding mountains. The wa- 
ters that are ing developed in the 
Coachella Valley have slowly accumu- 
lated during a long period. The amount 
added annually —— but a small 
portion of the supply. 

‘Formeériy the waters percolated to- 
ward the Salton Sea, and upon com- 
ing to the surface evaporated. The 
water which now fills Salton Sea 
tends to hold back this evaporation of 
the underground waters. While the 
slow decline of artesian pressure may 
take place in the Indio region, this 
should not be harmful to the agricul- 
tural interests for many years to come, 
even if twice the amount of water now 
developed is procured. 

“It is believed that by a 22 ut!l- 
ization of the present supply and that 
to be developed, several times the acre- 
age now under cultivation may be 
made productive without too great 
drafts upon the fluid resources. 

‘Pumped waters will become increas 
ingly important, and win be relied 
upon more and more as time passes 
Pumped waters are used more cau- 
tiousiy than artesian waters. Human 
nature cannot be trusted to value or 
manage well that which costs little. 

“Therefore, artesian waters will be 
wasted and pump’ 1! waters will be 
used with care in the same area. The 
cheapness of gasoline and crude oil 
and the efficiency of engines which 
utilize these fuels, will make their ap- 
plication in irrigation more and more 
feasible as development continues.”

since the time of Postmaster-Genera! 
Wannamaker and President Harrison, 
or in 1891, in other words) The project 
is backed up now, as for several years 
past, by the Merchant Marine League, 
headquarters, Cleveland. The presi- 
dent of this is Col. Jim“ Butler of 
Youngstown, and the active mah is 
John A, Penton.

New Yorkers, of 
course, are interested in the Mer- 
chant Marine League, though not one 
of them, no matter how many millions 
he has, can possible subscribe to the 
cause, as the promoters of the cause 
declare, more than $10 a year for mem- 
bership. Repeated efforts are sup- 
pon to have been made to interest 

K. H. Harriman in the subject—only 
in a large way. of course; and this is 
proper, since we can still recall the 
word of his lawyers for it that Mr. 
Harriman lives in a higher and to- 
tally different atmosphere. In spite 
of Harriman’s large interests in trans- 
portation across the Pacific—and 
across all other oceans, for aught we 
know—these efforts to secure his 
financial backing for the subsidy prop- 
osition have thus far failed. We 
know, also, that “Jim” Hin has not 
subscribed a hundred thousand dollars 
for the coming campaign. 

The shipbuilders themselves, who 
maintain only a shadow of an organ- 
ization, have spent a great deal of 
money in times past trying to secure 
legislation, but they trave practically 
given up the idea of getting results 
in that way; and besides, we have the 
statement of more than one of them 
that they are broke“ The Merchant 
Marine League people are no doubt 
sincere in believing that with the 
modified provisions of the Humphrey 
bill staring the farmer in the face, 
with the big interests and the ship- 
builders out of ft, and thus not excit- 


ing suspicion, and with the work 
largely educational provided it is 
really done, they will succeed this 


time. New York has been something of 
a center of interest for the subsidy ad- 
vocates, because of the presence here 
of the representatives of the German 
steamship lines.

In 
reality, it is suspected of having been 
created to stand watch ovér Dr. Wi- 
ley, the chief chemist of the depart- 
ment. who had been so free in con- 
demning the use of benzoate of soda 
in the preparation of food products. 

The users of benzoate are not 
breathing so easy since the recent an- 
nual meeting of the American Medical 
Association declared against the use 
of benzoate. In several States it is 
the purpose of the pure food people, 
so called, to knock it out by legis- 
lation. Thus, the national organiza- 
tion of canners, which believes in the 
use of benzoate, or, at least, uses it, 
or, anyhow, wants to be allowed to 
use it. is encountering considerable 
opposition at various State capitals, 
and though they have a long réach— 
though probably not so long as Mr. 
Harriman’s—they are evidently to be 
kept quite busy during the next year 
or two. Meantime the manufacturers 
of food products who haven't used 
benzoate of soda in their business, and 
evidently don't want to use it, occupy 
a strong strategical position, partly’ 
because of the support of the leading 
assodiation of doctors, which has late- 
ly been given to them—at the White 
House, as well as by resolution at 
Atlantic City, and the two things are 
very different—and partly because of 
the expensive advertising campaign, 
which one of the manufacturers, at 
least, must be spending thousands of 
dollars for; for there are periodicals 
which require as high as $5000 of your 
money if you occupy a single page 
with your advertising one time. 

This advertising, by the way, is 
very smoothly done. Though it is put 
out in the name of one manufacturer. 
which is naturally proper, if he pays 
the bill, he always makes a good talk 
in the advertisements about the fact 
that plenty of food manufacturers be- 

des himself manage to get along 
without benzoate of soda. This ad- 
vantage, I suppose, may be based. 
partly at least, upon the results of 
the same good uplift, whatever it may 
be: and sometimes it is a little dim 


cult to locate it accurately. pure 
food? Why, certainly; everybody 
wants it; and no matter how pure 


some of the impurities may be. so to 
speak, nobody wants them—or. at 
least, who does? So here is another 
educational proposition. The problem 
might be called psychological, not 
merely for the advertiser, who talks 
very effectively indeed in favor of a 
product which doesn't contain any ar- 
ticle somewhat widely supposed to be 
under suspicion, but by the politician 
of the politicians, whoever they may 
be-—and I do not now and never will 
use the term  disrespectfully—who 
must manipulate things to their liking 
at Washington and at the various 
State capitals.

(Two Volymes.) 

Perhaps the most important—in any 
event, the most comprehensive—book 
on South America is the two-volume 
work of Mr. Chase S. Osborn, which 
has sentimentally been called “The 
Andean Land.” There have been few 
a iequate or reliable works on the sub- 


SO vast, so little known, so slightly 
understood, and so varied in all its 
activities. Arthur Ruhl some months 
aco issued a book called “The Other 


| Americans.” As far as it went it 


was interesting, but it skimmed the 
surface and was, in many instances, 
superficial. 


on the continent and the adjacent lul- 
ands. 
In “The Andean Land” Mr. Osborn 


Gescribes the republics and colonies 


of South America, giving us keen and 


interesting sketches of their historical 
development. The trading situation is 


considered in its present condition, 
and the possibilities of the republics 
for the American exporter is discussed. 
Business men dealing 
America wil] find much food for re- 
flection in the following excerpt from 
the discussion of trade: 

“South American agents of United 
States export firms tell us that what is 
most needed in a practical way is a 
better mail service, on the west coast, 
Particularly, and that mail contracts 
of sufficient importance to insure reg- 
Ular and frequent delivery on the part 
of steamers now in service would be 
Stimulation enough. No person has 
any trouble in getting from the Unite 
States to South America comfortably. 
or in sending cargoes of any kind, at 
the present time. The mail service 
might even be tolerated, and the mat- 
ter of credits could be arranged, if 
only the manufacturers of the United 
States would come to the point where 
they will sufficiently desire South 


American trade to serve it well and 


Cater to ft. Shipments are continu- 
Aly made of goods that are misera- 
bly packed, and in other instances 
Shop-worn and obsolete articles are 
shipped, as if South America were a 
good place to dump such things, and 
Ss if there were no English and sharp- 
er and more energetic German com- 
betitors to make the most of it.” 

Many of Mr. Osbern’s descriptions 
of the Andean continent have never 
before been made available to the 
English readers: and the historical 
matter in more than one instance will 
be entirely new material for us North 
Americnns.

Year by year William Winter con- 
tinues to add to the debt which the 
English-reading world owes him. 
Happily, the onslaughts of time have 
no discouragements for this veteran of 
the pen. He is as industrious in old 
age as he was in youth, and the prime 
of his busy life. All of which is some- 
thing that we have to be deeply grate- 
ful for. 

It is likely that Mr. Winter's latest 
book will prove more widely popular 
than any that his publishers have is- 
sued in late years. It is called “Old 
Friends,“ and deals in the author's 
personal recollections of the men who 
created the richest period that our 
American literature hag yet known, In 
the long and brilliant list of those 
whom Mr. Winter knew personally. and 
sometimes intimately, are Longfellow, 
Lowell, Holmes, Aldrich, Bayard Tay- 
lor, Dickens, Wilkie Collins, George 
William Curtis and a host of others— 
names that are household words wher- 
ever literature has secured even the 
most precarious welcome. 

Fascinating as Mr. Winters recol- 
lections of great actors have proved, 
there can be no doubt that this book 
of memories of the poets, novelists and 
essayists will be much more largely 
sought after, because it deals with that 
palm-crowned company who were even 
nearer to the hearts of the people than 
were their contemporaries of the 
drama. And isn't it a blessing that WII 
liam Winter knew them all as his com- 
rades and his companions, and that he 
Goes not neglect to make them known 
to us as he knew them?

THE STORY OF OIL. By Walter 
Tower, Ph.D. D. Appleton and Co. 
York. ($1.80.) 

“The Story of On“ ts a book that 
can be studied. with profit by oil men 
and others alike. The student of his- 
tory will find much that is of interest 
in the account given of the business 
from the most ancient times to today. 
The rise of the Pennsylvania regions 
from the day that Edwin L. Drake, 
coming from his position as conductor 
on a New England railroad, sunk the 
first successful oll well and started the 
modern petroleum industry to this day, 
is told in a very interesting way. 

The chapter on the Standard Oil 
Company is especially Ueserving of at- 
tention, Prof. Tower does not attempt 
the pose much too common of late of 
wild denunciation of the great oil com- 
pany. He tells briefly of some of its 
éarly struggies and how it crushed 
competition; by inference, at least, 
condemning its tactics but at the same 
time pointing out clearly how the na- 
ture of the oil business is such as to 
render the overthrow of competition 
practically essential and ineviteble. He 
is clearly of the opinion that much 
more has been gained than has been 
lost by this. Certainly he shows that 
the elimination of competition has 
alone protected the consumer and gnade 
oil products safe, thereby spreading 
their use everywhere, Small refiners 
struggling for existence against each 
other were in constant temptation to 
use unsafe goods because they cost 
less. The tremendous American ex- 
port trade is due wholly to the Stand- 
ard, and it reaches every quarter of 
the globe, making millions for Ameri- 
can oi] producers as well as for the 
Standard itself. 

The history of Baku is quite inter- 
esting as showing the difference be- 
tween American and Russian methods. 

Unfortunately the professor's infor- 
mation an California is not quite as 
adequate as it should be.

PROGRESS OF SANITARY SCIENCE. 
“Ie it likely.” I asked, “that thie 
untry will ever suffer again from 
ecntagious or infectious diseases which 
will destroy thousands of human 
lives?" 
“It would be unsafe and un wide to 
boast,” Gen. Wyman answered, but 
„ canttary and medical science has made 
many discoveries that a devastating 
epidemic is hardly proba}le. Our 
knowledge concerning discases has it - 
creased tremendously within recent 
years. We know, for instance, that 
cholera is a water-borne infection, and 
we have seen and studied the organ- 
wom which causes it. If a ship with

“Can yellow fever be kept out of 
the Southern States?“ 

“There never has been and there 
never will be 100 per cent. of safety 
in quarantine. Activity and watchful- 
ness will always be necessary. How- 
ever, we know that mosquitoes alone 
cause the spread of yellow § fever. 
When that surprising and elementary 
fact was established the disease lost 
all of Jts mystery and much of its ter- 
ror. While the germ itself has not as 
yet been found, we have learned that 
yellow fever is infectious only during 
the first three days of the patient's ill- 
ness. If the patient is bitten by a 
mosquito duri that period the mos- 
quito is in ition twelve days aft- 
erward to bite and infect some one 
else. 

KEEP OUT THE MOSQUITO. 

“Now, the best physician in . 
world,” Gen. Wyman continued, ma 
not know at first that he has a case of 
yellow fever on his hands. When he 
learns the truth the time of infection 
has passed. Henge it has always been 
our endeavor to lay stress upon the im- 
portance of placing mosquito netting 
around all patients in the yellow fever 
zone just as soon as any temperature 
develops. With our exact and abun- 
dant knowledge concerning yellow 
fever it is reasonable to beliewe that it 
will never gain become epidemic in 
thie country. Screens and sanitation 
will stop it, and keep it localized in a 
single community. Nevertheless, per- 
sons living in those parts of the coun- 
try subject to yellow fever should de- 
stroy, and prevent the breeding of 
mosquitoes, a precaution which is en- 
tirely practicable.” 

“If malaria is spread among human 
beings by mosquitoes cannot malarial 
diseases be absolutely prevented?” I 


ed. 
“Certainly. All forms of malaria poi- 
sen are carried from one person to an- 
other by the mosquito known as the 
Anopheles, which is found in| many 
localities throughout the United States. 
Where and how malaria ormanisms 
originated we do not know. any more 
than we now the beginning of the 
horse, sheep, or cow. Destroy the mos- 
auitoes, the vehicles by which malaris 
is spread, and ague and chills and 
fever due to malaria will disappear. 
WAR ON INSECTS. 
“Sanitation in the future will be 
largely a war on insects. Rats have 
the bubonic plague and fleas 
them convey the disease to human be- 
ings. Mosquitoes spread yellow fever 
and malaria. Flies with their feet 
and legs, a purely mechanical process, 
carry typhoid fever directly to one's 
kitchen or dining-roon. Sanitation, 
therefore, will undertake to extermi- 
nate those particular insects which are 
dangerous to human life. To reach 
the flea, however, war must be made 
on the rat. 
There are regions in this country.” 
Gen. Wyman went on to say, “with soil

taminated land goes into wells or 
streams and may infect the water sup- 
ply of a iocality or city. ~ 

“The house fly is undoubtedly an 
agency in the spread of typhoid fever. 
People do not realize that flies are a 
constant menace to the life and health 
of every household. They are born in 
manure heaps, and that is the reason 
So many of them are always seen 
around the isolated home of the aver- 
age farmer. City files are bred under 
the same loathsome conditions. Fe- 
male flies deposit their larva in manure 
heaps or in piles of decaying garbage. 
In cities garbage is not permitted to 
accumulate, consequently the manure 
heap becomes a matter for close 
municipal supervision. Screens for 
doors and windows would keep files 
out of houses, but laws should provide 
that manure from stables be hauled 
away promptly or kept in tight bins 
or freely treated with lime. 

“And while the people are fighting 
Hes.“ Gen. Wyman said, “they should 
not overlook the rats. Not only are 
immense quantities of grain and other 
property destroyed by rats, but six- 
teen years ago, lurking in the dark 
places of ships, they carried the bu- 
bonic plague out of China until it 
spread to every continent and infected 
fifty-two countries. including the 
United States. We trapped and pois- 
oned hundreds of thousands of rats 
along the Pacific Coast and proved by 
laboratory teste that a large number 
of them had the plague.” 

GETTING ACQUAINTED WITH IT. 

“Why has appendicitis become such 
a common diseas,?” 

“It hasn't become a more common 
disease than it always has been. It 
is recognized now, you understand, un- 
der its proper name and not by an- 
other. A simple case of appendicitis 
today we uld have been diagnosed as 
something else twenty years ago.” 

“Isn't modern life harmful to hu- 
man nerves?” 

“Notorioiw!l- so.” Gen. Wyman an- 
swered. “Insanity is increasing. I 
know of but one large city where, ac- 
cardi to the statistics, it is decreas- 
ing. at city is Berlin, in which there 
is a system of insurance against i- 
ness and men are watched and taken 
to hospitals before they have a chance 
to break down. A national association 
for mental hygiene has been recently 
formed, and Henry Phipps. the Pitts- 
burgh multi-miltionaire, has contrib- 
uted money for an inquiry into the 
subject by Johns Hopkins University. 
The increase of insanity in the United 
— makes it a vital national ques- 
tion.” 

“Specially. what is the greatest 
cause of disease?” 

“Enfeebled health, which makes it 
easy for microbic organisms to over- 
come the customary defenses of na- 
ture. We know that persons may have 
the virulent diplococci of pneumonia 
in their respiratory tracts, but escape 
mess through the strength of their 
cells in keeping the microbe from be- 
coming active it it the same, to a de- 
gree, with the bacilli which cause diph- 
theria. During an epidemic many may 
be walking around who have cholera 
microbes in their intestinal canals, 
Other men live and work with the ba- 
cil of consumption in their lungs. If 
such persons as I have mentioned be- 


or live in insanity places, they suc- 
cumb. Within each human being there 
is an eternal struggle between the 
germs of disease and his cells.“ 

“If a man were to ask how he could 
keep in sound health, what would you 
say to him?” 

“I would tell him to eat plenty of 
good food, wear seasonable clothing, 
sleep where there is pure, fresh air, 
get as much sunshine as possible, keep 
his surroundings sanitary, exercise 
moderately, maintain a cheerful state 
of mind, and avoid worry.” 

HELI -NG THE CONSUMPTIVES. 

“Will you tell me about the govern- 
ment sanatorium for consumptives in 
New Mexico?” 

“I thought a hoen'tal should be pro- 
vided for men on our ocean, lake, and 
river vessels who had tuberculosis. not 
only as a place for medical attention. 
but for quarantine. The outdoor treat- 
ment is good anywhere, but the cli- 
mate in some regions is much better 
than in other 
Fort Stanton, 


of remarkable productiveness, 
sparsely settled. because the people are 
afraid of the malarial fevers which 
prevail there and which were formerly 
attributed to the vapors arising from 
the earth. 
the mosquito, swamps will be drained 
and immense tracts of land, worth 
hundreds of millions of dollars, will 


cease to be the habitat of Hsards. 
turties. and snakes, and de trans- 
formed into fertile farms. Any man, 


whether he lives in the city or coun- 
try. can rid his premises of mosquitoes 
if he will keep everything about his 
house and yard dry. But he must be 
watchful. Even the tiny dent in an old 
tin can or in the spouting on the roof 
is a large enough receptacle for the 
breeding of a cloud of those annoying 
and pestiferous insects.” 

TYPHOID SPREAD BY CONTACT. 

“What is ur theory concerning the 
prevalence of typhoid fever?“ 

“That is a big question—a national 
question, as a matter of fact. It was 
believed ‘hat typhoid fever was a wa- 
ter-borne disease, and so it is. But ! 
now think it ie spread more largely 
by contact than we have heretofore 
supposed. Dr. Victor C. Vaughan of 
Michigan, one of the commissioners to 
investigate typhoid fever at the camps 
of our soldiers during the war with 
Spain, said he had believed and taught 
that 9% per ent. of the disease was 
transmitted by crinking water. Dur- 
ing his investigation, nowever, he con- 


cipally spread by personal contact. 

“The personal contact theory doesn’t 
mean that typhoid is infectious, like 
smallpox; that everything in the room 
of the patient is dangerous, or that 
the germ can be inhaled, but that the 
bedding ts very likely to contain the 
bacilli, through the several operations 
of nature, and thus get on the hands of 
nurs; and visitors, or be transmitted 
by the hands of the patient himself. 
Flies from the sick room or the house 
may easily take the bacilli elsewhere 
in the neighborhood. 

„There has been more or less ty- 
phoid fever in Washington, and its 
continued prevalence has been quite a 
puzzle. A‘out four years ago the 
District Commissioners requested the 
public health service to join with the 
Health Officer in an endeavor to solve 
the problem. We appointed a board of 


experts, and so far have had three 
reports. It was found that the con- 
tinued prevalence of typhoid fever 


could not be charged te the water 
supply. There was some contamina- 
tion, however, if the milk sold from 
certain dairies. In one peculiar in- 


stance the customers of a single datry 


We | came down with the disease in unusual 


numbers. We ‘ arned that the dairy 
was owhed by a woman, and that she 
had much to do with handling the 
milk There had been no recent cases 
of typhoid fever in her family. and 
we were greatly perplexed until she 
told us she had suffered from an at- 
tack of the disease severa)] years ago. 
Well, a microseopic examination 
showed that she was a ‘bacillus car- 
rler: that while she had recovered her 
health and strength, she still harbored 
and distributed the typhotd germs. 
CARRY GERMS ABOUT. 
“There was a medically famous case 
af the same kind in New York in the 
person of “Typhoid Mary,’ a cook, who 
took disease and death with her wher- 
ever she worked. We now more thor- 
oughly appreciate that there are per- 
sons who carry the seus of typhoid 
long after they have left their beds 
and gone about their usual business or 
employment.” Such persons, if they 
live in villages or on farms, cause soil 
pollution, and the drainage from con-

Anyway, if inebriates are to be 
doctored, it is a matter for the States 
and not for the general government.”

VICTORIA (B. C.) July 3.—With 102 
saloon passengers and a rich cargo 
including 1261 baies of silk valued at 
over $600,000, the steemer Empress of 
Japan, arrived this afternoon from the 
Orient.

equally, and the concern will be under

STERN MEASURES TO COMBAT 
TUBERCULOSIS IN ENGLAND. 


tain Further Power from 


John Burns Will Compel Poor Consumptives to Sub- 
mit to Compulsory Isolation Without Waiting to Ob- 


Parliament—Policy of the 


Government by Administrative Order. 


ONDON, June — Within less 
thar a generation tuberculosis-- 

that terrible scourge, which claims 
more victims every year than a whole 
European war—will be a thing of tne 
past in England. The government has 
taken up a campaign against it which 
promises to make it before long al- 
most as rare as smallpox or typhus 
fever. 

The English St. George, who has sal- 
lied forth to say this modern dragon 
is John Burns, the ex-dock laborer, 
who is now a Cabinet Minister and a 
friend of the King. He is seeking 
fresh legislation, but he is not waiting 
for that. He has just foreshadowed @ 
policy by which he proposes_with the 
weapons ready to his hand to remove 
the most dangerous source of infec- 
tion—the pauper consumptive—from 
the possibility of being a source of 
contagion to his family and neighbors. 
Public opinion is not ripe yet in Eng- 
land for the compulsory isolation olf 
consumptives in the way that persons 
who are stricken with smallpox are 
now déalt with, although medica 
opinion is practically unanimous that 
such treatment is necessary before the 
disease can be wholly eradicated, but 
John Burna, the practical man, has de- 


be achieved without outragin that 
false but strong sentiment which re- 
gards isolation as an invasion of the 
liberty of the individual. He is now 
preparing to put in practice, by ad- 
ministrative order, a rule by which 99 
per cent. of the poor consumptives of 
the country will be compelled to enter 
the public infirmaries, where, of course, 
they will be effectively isolated, will 
have every possible chance of recovery, 
and wiil no longer be a danger to their 
fellows. 
Burns's plan is based on the fact 
that 90 per cent. of the poor consump- 
tives in England, at one stage or an- 
other of their disease, are compelled 
to seek what is known as “out relief” 
from the poor law authorities. “Out 
relief’ consists of a weekly dole of 
money from the public funds, which Is 
given to persons who are not absolute- 
ly destitute, and who are desirous of 


keeping out of the workhouse. It is 
good in most cases because it enables 
many a family to tide over bad times 
without the radical breaking up which 
must always result from selling up 
the few sticks of furniture they pos- 
sess and entering the poorhouse. It 
also saves many deserving persons 
from the workhouse stigma. 

But in the case of consumptives, it 
enables the patient to make himself a 
center of infection. Burns's first step, 
therefore, has been to issue an order 
as President of the local government 
board making tuberculosis a notifiable 
disease. This means that every med- 
ical man who comes across a case of 
consumption in hi# practice must no- 
tify the name and address and certain 
other particulars cencerning the pa- 
tient to the representative of the local 
government board in his district. These 
names will then be furnished to the 
poor law authorities, and when a per- 
son whose name is scheduled applies

It is not desired that there 
shall be a public discussion of the new 
policy in England, because there are 
sure to be a number of people who 
win fenounce it as an example of the 
growth in this country of continental 
bureaucracy. The nearest that Burns 
has come to making public what he 
intends to do, was an announcement 
that he made a few days ago in a 
speech at the opening of the tuber- 
eculosis exhibition in the East End of 
London.

In the field of legislation also Burns 
is active in the “ght against the white 
plague. He has just introduced in 
Parliament a bill to safeguard and 
purify the milk supply of the country. 
German and American researches have 
proved beyond doubt that one of the 
chief sources of tuberculosis in chil- 
dren is milk from diseased cows, and 
it has been ascertained that nearly a 
third of the milch cows in England 
are suffering from tuberculosis in one 
form or another. Burns's bill provides

unless it is efficiently sterilized, better 
still, pasteurized. The bill has the ap- 
proval of all parties in the House of 
Commons and the only thing that can 
prevent its passage is the pressure of 
business in relation to new taxation. 
[It it does not pass this year it is cer- 
tain to become a law at the next es- 
sion of Parliament, whatever party is 
in power.

sold, thus increasing the penalty. The 
purpose of this writing ie to call at- 
tention to the necessity of some more 
effective way to reach the eyes or 
the ears of all property holders likely 
to be affected by an assessment of 
this kind. Snap judgment ought not 
to be possible. The Board of Public 
Works takes great pains to ascertain 
the names of all property holders from 
whom the assessments are due. It 
would be just as easy for this board, 
or the Council, to obtain this intor- 
mation before any final decision is 
reached upon the matter. Every prop- 
erty holder possible to be affected by 
such an assessment ought to be given 
notice beforehand aa to the contem-

The report for the municipal year, 
dating from 
, 1909, just issued by the chief in- 
spector of buildings embodies in sta- 
tistical form many striking and signt- 
facta concerning the bullding 
development of this city. Düring this 
period of seven months 4407 bullding 
permits, with an estimated valuation 
Of $6,227,971 have been lasued. 

The department has prepared com- 
parisons which show in,a graphic and 
interesting way just what such huge 
figures represent. For example it is 
said that the total frontage of the 
new buildings in the fast seven 
months is 71,483 feet or 13.53 miles. The 
frontage of the new stables, sheds and 
barns for which permits have been is- 
sued ia 7152 feet or 1.35 miles; the 
frontage of new additions, 10,862 feet, 
or 2.06 miles. The total frontage rep- 
resented by all the improvements dur- 
Ing. the time covered is, therefore, 89,- 
447 feet, or 16.94 miles. 

In addition 123,391 permits have been 
issue for sanitary plumbing, sewers 
and cesspools, and 5,623 permits for the 
installation of gas piping.

Record of Building Permits lesued 
During Month of June Reveals la- 
crease of Fifty-two Per Cent. in 
Valuation Over Corresponding 
Period of Last Year. 


The report of the chief inspector of 
bulldings covering the period from 
June 1 to June 30 shows a total of 715 
permits, representing a valuation of 
$1,148,418, ixeued from the building de- 
partment during the past month. The 
number of permits issued during the 
corrresponding period of last year was 
626, the valuation being $757,856. The 
gain of 62 per cent. in valuation dur- 
ing the twenty-six days involved in 
the comparison furnishes conclusive 
evidence that the old-time building 
activity preceding the period of finan- 
cial stress has returned for “keeps.” 

The actual gain in dollars over June, 
1908, is nearly $400,000, being in exact 
figures $390,562, or an average increase 
of $16,021 per day. The gain in the 
number of buildings for which permits 
have been issued is 89, or nearly 15 
per cent. over the same dull period. 
The Fourth and Fifth wards again 
lead the list, the former with 87 per- 
mits at a valuation of $241,577, and the 
latter with 203 mits at a valua- 
tion of $269,247. e Sixth, Third and 
Seventh wards follow with valuations 
of ponent. $153,900 and $137,620, respect- 
vely.

ROAD RACE COURSE 
MECCA OF SPEEDERS. 


Eighty Miles an Hour Maintained 
on Fast Stretches and Wonderful 
Time Is Predicted—One Ugly Turn 
May Mean Disaster to Drwers. 


KIMMING along at a speed of at 

least eighty miles an hour, the

zen to the laws of the State. Such a citizen is not re- 
strained by. the laws against crime. He has no desire 
to commit crime, and hence the laws interfere not the 
least with his liberty. In fact, he never takes thought 
of the existence of such laws so far as they relate to 
himself. He thinks of them only as they are violated 
by others. 
This change of the desires does not come in a moment, 
at least not generally. It is a growth, a development, 
and it is only in the fullness of the development that 
the will becomes completely changed. The liberty is 
therefore a subject of degrees and corresponds in degree 
to the diversion of the will to the new objects of de- 
sire. At first, the sense of liberty is limited, but it grad- 
ually grows with the awakening of new desires and the 
experience of new pleasures, until in the fullness of the 
development it becomes complete. Then the law gives 
no sense of restraint; it’s only office is that of loving 
helpfulness to a more pleasurable and higher life. 


A MAN’S CHRISTIAN. 

In Harper’s for July, Norman Duncan gives an aston- 
ishing account of a missionary preacher named Higgins, 
who works heroically among the lumber camps of the 
West. 

“tc is & simple situation,” explains Mr. Duncan. There 
are 30,000 men—more or less of them according to the 
season—making the wages of men in the woods. Most 
of them accumulate a hot desire to wring some enjoy- 
ment from life in return for the labor they do. They 
have no care about money when they have it. They 
fling it in gold over the bars (and any sober man may 
rob their very pockets;) they waste in a night what 
they earn in a winter—and then crawl back to the 
woods. Naturally the lumber towns are crowded with 
parasites upon their lusts and prodigality—with gam- 
blers and saloon-keepers and purveyors of low passion. 
Some—larger capitalists, more acute and more acquisi- 
tive, of a greed less nice—profess the three occupations 
at once. They are the men of real power in the remoter 
communities, makers of Mayors and chiefs of police 
and magistrates—or were until Higgins came along to 
dispute them. Single-handed, not long ago, he cleansed 
the town of Bemidji of its established and flaunting 
wickedness. Boys,“ said he to the keepers of places, 
I'm going to clean you out. I want to be fair to you— 
and so I tell you. Don't you ever come sneaking up to 
me and say I didn’t give you warning!’ They laughed 
at him when he stripped off his coat and got to work. 
But when the fight was over, when the shutters were up 
for good—so had he compelled the respect of these men 
—they came to the preacher, saying: ‘Higgins, you gave 
us a show; you fought us fair—and we want to shake 
hands.’

Native churches are being built by native 
contributions in all of the cities, and there is a Ko- 
rean congregation in every large village. The Protes- 
tant organizations already number something like 120,- 
000 adherents, while the Roman Catholics count 50,000 
Koreans. The Protestants have 900 native preachers 
and 900 Sunday-schools with about 70,000 men, women 
and children as regular attendants. There are more 
grown people than children in the Sunday-schools; 
and all are anxious to learn about the new religion and 
what it can do for them. There are 500 self-supporting 
day schools, run by the churches, and altogether 60,000 
or 70,000 gold dollars were spent upon such schools last 
year. When it is remembered that the Koreans are 
one of the poorest peoples on earth, and that they live 
from hand to mouth, these gifts are a surprising evi- 
dence of their faith. 


The Foreign Mission Bodies. 


But first let me tell you about the foreign missions 
which are operating in Korea. There are four, each 
with a large staff of American or European workers. 
The Roman Catholics are French Jesuits. They have 
been here for more than a century and have a fully 
organized church. At their head is a bishop, who is 
assisted by a large staff of priests and nuns, among 
whom are Koreans. The Catholics have a cathedral 
in Seoul. It stands on a hill overlooking the rest of 
the city, and it is by far the largest church building 
in Korea. 

The Protestant missions are all working together. 
They have about 200 American and European men and 
women employed, and their stations cover the country. 
The Protestants are divided into Presbyterians, Metho-

dists and Anglicans. The Presbyterians represent both 


sections of the church in the United States, north and 
south, and there are also small branches of the same 
denomination from Canada and Australia. Our Metho- 
dist Episcopal churches, north and south, are carrying 
on a great work, and the English have a well-managed 
mission at the head of which is a bishop. In addition, 
there are the mission of the Russian Greek Church ip 
Seoul, the Young Men's Christian Association and the 
Salvation Army, whose advance guard came last fall. 
All of the larger missions have schools and hospitals, 
and all have many native workers. As I have said, the 
movement has so advanced that the most of the for- 
eigners are now employed in directing native Chris- 
tians, who have become the chief element in the evan- 
gelization of the country.

The Methodists have now five hospitals, in which 
20,000 cases are treated annually, and the British Soci- 
ety for the Propagation of the Gospel has four. The 
Presbyterians have a number of hospitals, one of the 
largest of them being the Severance Hospital, situated 
outside the Nan-dai-mon Gate. This is the gift of Louis 
M. Severance, a well-known Presbyterian business 
man of Cleveland, O., who has given a great deal of 
money toward mission work throughout the Far East. 
Mr. Severance takes a business look at such undertak- 
ings. - He says he believes that money invested in mis- 
sions in Korea pays bigger dividends in the way of 
results than the same money so invested anywhere else. 
The head of this hospital is Dr. Avison, and the chief 
assistant is Dr. J. W. Hirst of Philadelphia. This hos- 
pital treated something like 11,000 patients last year, 
of whom more than 9000 came to the dispensary. The 
hospital is now practically self-supporting. It receives 
only $160 a year from America, the rest of the expenses, 
amounting to 13,000 yen, coming from the work of the 
physicians in charge. A large part of this is derived 
from Korean patients, and over $4000 from medical 
services to foreigners in Seoul. The hospital has a 
medical college connected with it, and it graduated 
seven Korean doctors last year. It has Korean nurses 
and a nurses’ training school, and also a clinic at which 
the better-class Korean patients pay 1 yen per visit. 


The Korean Y.M.C.A. 


One of the most striking of the new buildings of Seoul 
is a three-story brick structure which has just been 
completed near the old Bell Tower in the heart of the 
city. This is the home of the Young Men's Christian 
Association. It is the gift of John Wanamaker, and, as 
far as good is concerned, it will probably do more, 
dollar for dollar, than any money he has ever spent. 
The building has cost less than $40,000, but it could not 
be erected in the United States for three times that, 
and, with the ground upon which it stands, it is worth 
several hundred thousand dollars today. It covers, I 
judge, something like a quarter of an acre, and is thor- 
oughly equipped as a technical training school, and as 
a modern educational institution similar to the 
Y.M.C.A.’s of our country. It has a large lecture hall, 
social rooms and lacks only a modern gymnasium to 
make it complete. There is room on the lot for this, 
and it will be added as soon as the money can be 
raised. 

The Korean V. M. C. A. is only eight years old; but it 
has already 1260 members, and these comprise some of 
the best men of Korea. When the corner-stone of the 
new building was laid, Prince Ito aided in the celebra- 
tion, and the little Crown Prince, who is now in Japan, 
gave $5000 to the association in bank notes of 10 yen 
each. It was the Prince who laid the corner-stone, and 
his name is on the front of the building. 

Among the members of the Y.M.C.A are fifty high 
Korean officials, students of the modern schools and 


sionary circles. A fund of 100,000 yen is now being 


“raised to endow the institution, and more than 1000 | 


Koreans have already subscribed about 4000 yen to thi¢ 
fund. 

The institution is carrying on a large educational 
work, and in the past it has had to turn away many 
students for lack of room. It has now sixteen teachers, 
thirteen of whom are Koreans, two Japanese and one 
American. It gives a three-year course, including many 
of the studies of our high schools, and it has also night 
schools for advanced work in English and Japanese, 
and in book-keeping. It has a manual-training depart- 
ment, and also an athletic branch devoted to gymnas- 
tic sports of all kinds. It has a religious department 
which is doing great work, and a social work depart- 
ment which gives two lectures a week, and often has 
audiences of several thousand people. 

The secretary of the association is Mr. Frank M. 
Brockman, a young American, who came here from the 
T. MC. A. at Suchow, China, and among its trustees 
are the Hon. T. Aria, the Japanese head of the Finance 
Department; Mr. Thomas Sammons, the American Con- 
sul-General, and the heads of the English and German 
consulates. 

Mr. Brockman tells me that the association needs 
$15,000 to build a gymnasium and $10,000 to complete 
the equipment of the industrial department, as well as 
a few thousand dollars more to employ native men who 
have graduated from American colleges on the educa- 
tional force. I know of no place where any in

ROME AS A HEALTH RESORT. 


Lins BETWEEN SEA AND MOUNTAINS 
WIPED Or ROMAN FEVER. 


Two important factors are almost always lost sight 
of in looking at Rome from a hygienic and climatic point 
of view, writes the Roman correspondent of the Medi- 
cal Record. These are the sea and the mountains. 
Rome is really a seaport, although the Tiber is not 
freely navigable to all vessels. The distance to the 
mouth of the river is a short fifteen miles, while an air 
line from the city to the sea reduces the distance greatly. 


About the same distance on the other sides are the 
Sabine Hills, Mount Soracte, the Alban Hills, and fur- 
ther north the spurs of the Apennines, the city itself be- 
ing about 200 feet above sea level. There is not a bet- 
ter watered city in the world, and few as well watered, 
with its excellent drinking water and copious fountains 
in every piazza or open space. Nor is there a city that 
affords purer air, as might be expected from the topo- 
graphical situation. 


The winter climate is cold enough to make indoor fires 
comfortable, and we always have a stretch of about six 
weeks of unbroken cloudless weather in December and 
January—just crisp enough to be invigorating. The 
temperature of the summer months averages about 85 
degrees. For bronchial affections in all their forms and 
neurasthenia a winter in Rome is usually very beneficial, 
and you can be assured of being cooler all through the 
summer than in either New York or Boston. 


The municipality evidently favors open air, whether 
for prophylaxis or treatment, and realizing how many 
cases of incipient phthisis or those predisposed to it may 
be thus cured or benefited has established hospices in 
the hills for the climatic treatment and recreation of 
children during the summer months. These hospices 
are entirely gratuitous, the only requisites for admis- 
sion being that the child must be between 7 and 12 years 
of age and must have an attestation of poverty and a 
physician's certificate of vaccination. 

Roman fever, so called, no longer exists. It was really 
a malarial fever with every now and then a malignant 
case. Since the Campagna has been drained and culti- 
vated, and old portions of the city where fevers of this 
nature were of more frequent occurrence have been de- 
molished and new buildings with modern improvements 
put up, no one ever hears of Roman fever. 


To find malaria you must go further nowadays to the 
district known as the Agro Romano, which is to the 
south of the Alban Hills and toward the sea, where are 
the famous and deadly Pontine marshes. Even there, 
by means of draining the marshes and planting eucalyp- 
tus trees, the percentage of cases of malarial fever 
among the inhabitants is rapidly and constantly dimin- 
ishing. 

It is noticeable that employés of the customs, raflway 
employés, and others who live in these districts and who 
have the doors and windows of their cabins closely 
screened with a very fine wire gauze, through which it 


is impossible for mosquitoes to pass, remain exempt from 


colléges here, and leading men in the business and mis- | malarial fever which is, however, prevalent among those 


who have not their doors and windows thus protected. 


Lodging vs. Boarding-houses. 

Who that has lived in lodgings in England will deny 
their superiority to the boarding-house? The rooms 
are rented “with cooking and attendance.” The lodger 
buys her own own food and the landlady cooks and 
serves it, in her private apartments; the bedrooms are 
kept in order by the landlady, and if there is no bath- 
room, baths are supplied in the bedrooms; and boots 
are cleaned. In America, on the contrary, ladies who 
are not rich have to clean their own boots, and the 
question of baths is politely but firmly ignored. Un- 
less one gets into a house where “hot and cold” is “laid 
on,” and bathing is no trouble, one is not expected to 
bathe in America, and hot water is regarded as a lux- 
ury. In England, luxurious bathrooms being fewer, 
one is expected to take a bath no matter how trouble- 
some; and poor indeed must be the house where hot 
water is not brought to one’s room twice daily. There 
is something, after all,.in taking civilization slowly: it 
assimilates better. There are fewer glittering conven- 
fences but infinitely more solid comfort, to which the 
English love of me‘hod, neatness and order contributes 
greatly. Even in lodgings, one is waited om by a neat 
white-capped and aproned maid, while the foreign-born 
American domestic, who is not above taking the liberal 
sum offered for her service, shows her scorn of serv- 
ice in her slovenly garb and general incompetence. 

Of course, I do not mean to imply that all lodgings 
are good and comfortable, and all boarding-houses bad 
and uncomfortable; there are good and bad of both, but 
personally I prefer to enjoy my comforts and discom- 
forts in private. Misery doesn’t always love company 
and the world’s “Ha, ha” every time one laughs, be- 
comes a mere monotonous echo, when it isn’t one’s own 
world. 

I hope that some day, when we are older and wiser. 
we shall see the unwisdom of shari our family lives 
with so many others for months 2 time.—[Grace 
Graham, in Putnam's Magazine.

The blood of the signers flows today in the veins of 
many men of attainment. Who these are is shown by 
an extensive catalogue, privately compiled by Mr. Mc- 
Kean, of persons eligible for membership to this new 
patriotic society. 


Jefferson’s Descendants. 


Thomas Jefferson, author of the sacred instrument, is 
survived by no descendant having his surname. His 
only children living to marriageable age were three 
daughters, from whom are descended a number of Vir- 
ginia Randolphs, Eppses, Andersons, Burkes, Ruffins and 
Meiklehams, also the Massachusetts Coolidges. Jeffer- 
son’s last surviving granddaughter, Mrs. Septima Ran- 
dolph Meikleham, died in Washington, in the autumn of 


1887. Another of his grandchildren was Thomas Jeffer- 
son Randolph of Edge Hill, Va., who wrote an able work 
on the currency and died in 1875, aged 83. The next 
generation also brought forth an author, Sarah Nicholas 
Randolph, who died about ten years ago. 

A noted living great-grandson of Jefferson is Thomas 
Jefferson Coolidge, the wealthy Boston manufacturer 
and former president of the Santa Fé Road, who was 
Minister to Paris during Cleveland's last administration, 
and who has since been a member of the joint high | 
commission for adjusting our disputes with Canada. 


Distinguished Adamses of Present.

t A Chat With Hall 
Hu TALKS TO CALIFORNIA GIRLON 
VARIOUS SUBJECTS. +

WAS staying at the Semoramus Hotel in Cairo 
last March, at the same time that Hall Caine, the 
noted English novelist, was making his yearly visit 

to Egypt's capital. One Sunday afternoon I was lucky 
enough to meet him, but after a pleasant chat of half 
an hour or so, I discovered to my surprise that he had

made me talk rather than I him. I had heard much of 
Hall Caine's self-conceit, so I had been afraid to meet 
him; however, from all I could observe, I should say 
that few authors are less conceited than he. 

American education, especially co-education, is a sub- 
ject in which Mr. Caine is intensely interested, and he 
asked particularly about its effect in the United States.

Evidently Mr. Caine has met many bright American 
women, for their brilliancy has particularly impressed 
him. In speaking of the difference in the mind of man 
and woman, he said: Woman's mind is keener in 
certain ways than man’s; women observe more closely 
than men, and so gain more by travel.” : 

Before I went to Cairo, I had visited Jerusalem, and 
Mr. Caine asked me what I thought of that city. I told 
him how false had been my ideas of “the Holy City,” 
and how disappointed I had been in the place about 
which I had imagined so much. I tried to explain that 
the various shrines and holy places were so palpably 
unreal that it hurt me to see them. 


Then Caine waxed enthusiastic. He said that Jerusa- 
lem made him want to swear; that it was a place to 
which no one would want to go twice; that the shrines, 
and particularly the star in the floor of the so-called 
manger at Bethlehem, seemed horrible to him. He con- 
cluded: “It is all an awful travesty. Would that peo- 
ple would dare to be honest about it! One man, and 
only one, has dared to tell the truth about Jerusalem. 
and he told it in such a humorous way that few knew. 
he meant it. I refer to one of your countrymen, Mark 
Twain.” 

While in Cairo, I had climbed the Pyramid of Cheops, 
and Caine, learning this, asked me why I did it, and 
what feeling the Pyramids gave me; in other words, 
what they meant to me. From this question and his 
interest in the answer, I caught a glimpse of the novel 
ist as I knew him from “The Christian” and “The 
Deemster.” It was the psychological experience in 
which he was interested. After this, we spoke of the 
beauties of Cairo—a city of which Hall Caine is very 
fond, and of the people who were visiting in the city, 
the various kinds of sightseers. Caine said that many 
peeple came and slept and ate in the city, and imagined 
that they had seen Cairo, but it was the same way 
everywhere, many English as well as American people 
went to places to say that they had been there. Few 
of the English who visit America see it at all; they 
have been, but have not seen. It is a fault common to 
much of the traveling public. 

Just before I left the United States. I had seen Maude 
Adams in “What Every Woman Knows.” Caine ex- 
pressed his great admiration for our much-loved ac- 
tress, and asked about her new play and her interpreta- 
tion of “Maggie’—how it compared with her other 
characters. When I spoke of visiting England he told 
me that I must not miss Windermere, Grasmere and 
Edinburgh—places which he felt sure would impress 
me very favorably. 

Hall Caine is a tall, slight, well-formed man, kind 
and courteous in his ways, and aristocratic in look and 
bearing. He is pleasant in manner, and has a low, 
sweet voice. He lacks entirely the snobbishness 
ascribed to Englishmen. The author of “The Christian” 
is a delightful man for an American to meet, for he 
knows the people of the United States better than most 
Englishmen, and so can value them more truly. 

I shall always count as one of my choicest experi- 
ences my chat with the novelist whose books I had 
known and admired so long, and I shall always assert 
that Hall Caine's greatest quality is tact, for he surely 
made me feel at ease in a minute after I began to talk 
to him.

Two CONTRASTING IMPRESSIONS OF 


THE OLD CITY. 
By a Special Contributor. 
HE lover of Naples (and what wanderer has known 
her intimately without succumbing to her charm?) 
must carry always in his mind two pictures of the 
city—pictures that are strangely contradictory in their 
impression. 

The one which will haunt his day dreams, through 
many a passing year, is that view of the city, from the 
hillside above Posilippo—the exquisite sweep. of its lines, 
following the contour of the bay, and stretching upward 
to the rugged monastery buildings, which crown and 
dignify the heights. Its dazzling whiteness (interlaced 
with the somber foliage of scattered gardens,) set 
against and vying with the gleaming blue of the water, 
and backed by the tender green of the encircling hills. 

It is like a vision of the perfect city, over which 
peace broods eternally. And yet, like Vesuvius, whose 
outline rests so tranquilly against the sky, it has a 
heart of fire. It is this heart of fire, the turbulent, vivid 
life, pulsing through the city’s veins, which gives the 
subject matter of the second picture—a many-sided pic- 
ture this, glowing with color, sometimes grave and 
sometimes gay in tone, but always intense. 

This intensity makes itself felt from the first moment 


of the traveler's arrival. The train has scarcely come 
to a standstill, before half a dozen dark excited faces 
peer in at the window—the door is thrown open by 
eager hands, and one’s possessions are seized upon by 
two or three of the most agile among the porters, who 
proceed to fight over them. The owner of the hand- 
bags under consideration stands bewildered, his pres- 
ence ignored by the contestants who hurl torrents of 
words at each other, and who presently, being unable 
to decide which has the best right to the bags, conclude 
with sudden amiability to divide the labor, and accord- 
ingly attend the traveler to his cab in a body. 


Outside the door, a crowd of beggars, seeing the ar- 
ray of porters, jump at once to the conclusion that the 
honored personage is an American “millionaire,” and 
join the procession, each proclaiming aloud his special 


This attracts the attention of the waiting cabmen, who 
immediately stand up and wave their whips, each re- 
counting with passionate gestures numberless reasons 
why the distinguished foreigner should take his particu- 
lar cab. 

It is with swimming senses that the “distinguished 
foreigner” finally makes his escape, dashing out of the 
station yard behind a shaggy, energetic little pony, and 
followed by a chorus of blessings and imprecations, ac- 
cording to the falling of the pennies. 

This first encounter prepares the startled Anglo- 
Saxon for the violence and passion with which the 
Neapolitans transact the simplest affairs of daily life. 
But if in his veins there runs a strain of Latin blood 
which thrills in sympathetic response to the warmth and 
abandon of these children of the south, and if, in addi- 
tion. he be addicted to the habit of philosophizing, then 
it will be hard indeed to drag him away from the con- 
templation of this two-fold Naples. 

One takes, as headquarters, a quiet hotel, half-way up 
the hill, in a region of private villas, away from the 
haunts of the tourist; choosing rooms in a one-storied 
ell of the building, where one’s windows look into a 
neighbor’s orange grove, and one’s door opens upon 
a shady portico, bordering a sun-flooded court, where 
roses run riot, on trellis and wall. 


and from this coign of vantage one looks out over the 
climbing city to Vesuvius, standing in such innocent 
beauty beyond the curved line of the bay, and out 
across the blue, blue water to Capri, resting dream- 
like on its shimmering surface. 1 


To get from this stillness and peace into that Naples 
which is alive, one has only to step through a side gate 
of the courtyard, and follow the cobble-paved lane in its 
downward twistings. It leads between high garden 
walls, past the back doors of big houses, and past queer 
cave-like piaces, where whole families are stowed away 
(the family donkey holding equal rights with the chil- 
dren, in compensation for bearing the family burdens)— 
and so on, always downward, until at length, passing 
beneath a broken grass-grown arch, it ends in one of 
those steep dark streets (some of them little more than 
stairways,) which stretch from the waterfront upward. 

Tall houses line it on either side, facing each other 
so closely that neighbors may (and do) suspend their 
clothes lines from balcony to balcony, across the way. 

At night the tall houses must draw into their mani- 
fold rooms the hoards which use them as shelter, but all 
day long they stand silent and deserted, for all the in- 
habitants of all the stories use the street as “living- 
room.” 

The families occupying the dark, windowless ground 
floors do their washing, ironing, sewing, and cooking 
before their front doors, while children of all ages, in 
all sta of dress and undress, tumble about underfoot, 
ecstatically dirty and happy. 

The clatter of tongues echoes incessantly up and 
down the narrow way, and could one but understand the 


the * 


dialect of the people there would be ample opportunity 
for becoming acquainted with their inmost thoughts, 
not to mention family affairs and neighborhood gossip. 


Two girls will be having their hair dressed by their 
respective mothers before their respective front doors, 
fifty feet apart, and carry on an animated conversation 
with each other during the performance, sending their 
voices over all the hubbub in between—one of them paus- 
ing occasionally to stir some savory mess which is 
brewing over a charcoal brazier beside her chair. 
Toward evening, a man driving several goats may be 
seen making his way in and out, up and down, these 
crowded lanes. He plays a little doleful tune on a 
wooden whistle to announce his coming, upon which 
bowls and buckets are produced, and the goats milked 
before the houses of the customers. Often a bottle tied 
to a string will descend swiftly and mysteriously from 
an upper window, and after being filled, is drawn up 
again by the same invisible agency. 

One steps directly from this “confusion twice con- 
founded,” into the broad, immaculate promenade and 
drive that skirts the bay—from gloom and shadow into 
dazzling sunlight—sunlight that is reflected from white 
houses, and white pavements; that loses itself in cool 
green gardens, and flashes again on the waters of the 
bay. 

This is the tourist's Naples—this boulevard lined with 
hotels and haunted by peddlers of fictitious tortoise 
shell, and gay mosaics—the parade ground of the well- 
dressed, the playground of aristocratic children, and the 
gathering-place of that cosmopolitan crowd which drifts 
about Europe in the wake of “the season.” 

This eminently clean and proper Naples, extends in a 
sweeping curve, from beautiful Posilippo to that jutting 
point of land, upon which stands the gloomy fortress- 
like Castle del l' Ovo, the origin of which is lost in medi- 
eval legend. 

Beyond this point is the immense quai of Santa Lucia, 
the market square of Naples, joy of the artist’s heart, 
and happy hunting-ground for the unregenerate trav- 
eler of vagabond tendencies.

ABANDONED COPPER MINE. 
By a Special Contributor. 


T. IVES (Cornwall, England,) June 24.—On a hill 
8 just back of this ancient, quaintest and most pic- 
turesque of English towns is a huge rubbish heap 
that is said to be worth a fortume because of the ra- 
dium in it. When that statement was first made and 
cabled to America, it was probably treated with the 
same sort of facetious skepticism that a similar yarn, 
coming from America, would receive here. But now 
that the existence of the most infinitely costly of all 
minerals is vouched for by that distinguished scientist, 
Sir William Ramsay, the unsightly rubbish heap has 
become an object of serious interest. To denounce its 
pretensions to hidden wealth as humbug would be 
tantamount to applying the same epithet to Sir Wil- 
liam, which would be exceedingly libelous—over here, 

anyhow. 

Sir William Ramsay is credited with knowing rather 
more about the mysterious, laws-of-nature-defying sub- 
stance than any other man in England. What he says 
about radium goes. He was interviewed the other day 
about a story from America that a comparatively cheap 
substitute for radium had been discovered there which 


— 


— 


also wrought miracles of healing. He said there was 
nothing in it. And that settles it so far as the British 
ue public is concerned. 


The big rubbish heap is the accumulated refuse of the 
Trenworth Copper Mine that was shut down in 1856. 
For over half a century it has existed, an ugly scar on 
the face of a lovely landscape which has yielded slowly 
to Nature's healing handiwork. When the mine was 
worked, great quantities of pitch blende, from which 
alone radium is obtained, were found among the cop- 
per ores. But science then had not even dreamed of 
the existence of radium and its wonderful properties. 
The pitch blende was found to depreciate greatly the 

1 value of the copper ores with which it was mixed. The 
miners were, therefore, ordered to chuck it aside when- 
ever they came across it. This they/ did, never sus- 
pecting the value of what they were throwing away, 
with the result that when the mine was abandoned, 
great quantities of pitch blende were mingled with the 
other refuse at the pit-head dumps. 

From this pitch blende Sir William Ramsay has ex- 
tracted radium by a process of his own which is said to 
be far more expeditious than that commonly employed. 
He declares the stuff to be “fully equal, in their pro- 
ductiveness of radio active materials and uranium com- 
pounds, to any pitch blende which ever came under my 
notice from any part of the world.” On the basis of 
the analysis he has made of the specimens submitted 
to him every ton of it, he says, “might be expected to 
yield a quarter gramme of radium.” A quarter gramme 
isn’t much—no more than a little pinch of salt—but at 
present prices it is worth $12,500. 

From the rubbish heap about forty tons of pitch 
blende have been obtained thus far, and barely half of 
it has yet been overhauled. Before the mine was shut 

‘ down, $570,000 worth of copper was taken from it. 
Some of the sanguine capitalists who have got hold of 
it think it quite possible that the rubbish heap alone 
may yield that much worth of radium. What they may 
obtain from the mine itself is problematical. Sir Wil- 
liam Ramsay says that a yield of two-thirds of an 
ounce—rather more, I believe, than now exists in the 
whole world and worth at present prices more than 
$500,000—may be looked for annually in the near fu- 
ture. 

On what he bases that expectation I don’t know. The 
mine is only 200 fathoms deep, and up to within about

| ti] the new reservoir for St. Ives, now well under way, 
is finished. The water in the mine is radio active. 
When the mine is pumped out, it is said that the water 
will be bottled and sold, and doubtless it will be dis- 
covered then that it possesses wonderful medicinal] vir- 
tues of some sort, though for many years the St. Ives 
folks have been drinking it without discovering that it 
had any extraordinary properties. Perhaps that may 
be attributed to the fact that their drinking water 
passed through two other abandoned mines on behalf 
of which no claims to radio activity have yet been ad- 
vanced. That there is much pitch blende still in the 
mine itself is certain. Above the water level a virgin 
lode of it has been struck and considerable quantities 
of it have been brought to the surface. 

Those who are exploiting the old mine have other 
projects in view besides the production of radium. 
They talk of building a big hotel and starting hydros 
and radium baths and similar establishments such as 
have blossomed forth at Erzgebirge in Bohemia whence 
is obtained the pitch blende on which the world is prin- 
eipally dependent for its present supply of radium. In 
short, they expect to “make” St. Ives—make it a fash- 
fonable resort. And then its unique charms will be 
lost. 

Happily there was little evidence of the materializa- 
tion of these various money-making schemes when I 
climbed the rubbish-crowned hill at the back of the 
town. Some half-~<jozen little raw, corrugated-iron

Any spot less fitted for the 
cult of the Golden Calf than that hik it would be diffi- 
cult to imagine. 


Of course, it is the discovery of radium that makes St. 
Ives of news interest to America. Therefore, I have 
had to give first place to the story of the rubbish heap. 
But this westernmost borough of England has riches 
far surpassing those of the old mine to offer the Trans- 
Atlantic wayfarer—a banquet of rare beauty of Na- 
ture’s own providing; quaint scenes of man's making, 
so mellowed and colored by time that artists rave over 
them, and a climate that both in summer and winter 
has rare tonic properties. There are few places in this 
old land that provide in more generous measure that 
complete change of life and environment craved by 
Americans who have grown tired of the strenuous life. 

There is nothing remotely strenuous about St. Ives— 
old St. Ives it should perhaps be called to distinguish it 
from the new St. Ives that in recent years has grown 
up on the hilly slope back of the ancient village for the 
accommodation of summer visitors. Old St. Ives is still 
much as it was three or four hundred years ago. Its 
ancient builders knew nothing about art and as little 
about town planning. Nothing was probably further 
from their thoughts than producing picturesque effects. 
Their purpose seems to have been to jumble their 
dwellings as close together as possible, leaving their 
narrow streets and still narrower cobble-paved alleys 
to twist and turn in any direction so long as they never 
meandered more than a few yards in a straight line. 
Part of the old town is well called “the Warren.” It 
is as devoid of anything approaching system as the 
burrows of rabbits. 

Having built their town in this higgledy-piggledy 
fashion, the St. Ives folk settled down to fishing, ship- 
bullding, smuggling, privateering and such more or less 
reputable industries as the time afforded. And for a 
long time the rest of England knew nought of St. Ives.

ETHERIC OSCILLATION ONLY Pos- 
SIBLE METHOD.

F expensive efforts are to be made this coming year 

to communicate with Mars, it is folly to attempt sig- 

naling by any other method than etheric oscillation, 
for reasons which I shall show, and if an etheric wave 
can be propelled to the red planet, then there is no 
reason why it and its kind should not be made to hear 


the human voice in the first interplanetary message. 


If communication is ever established I am willing 
to stake my scientific reputation that it will be by the 
means of some one speaking a universal tongue through 
a wireless telephone which utterance shall be wafted 
through space in an appalling etheric shout. If this is 
not accomplished ip the present propinquitous ap- 
proach, it will be in the next fifty years, I am morally 
certain. 

Many things must be taken for granted until they 
can de proved: first, that Mars is inhabited; second, 
that the Martians are constituted with a greater sense 
of perception than we possess, that they have eyes to 
see, ears to hear, etc.; third, that they are sufficiently 
advanced to have knowledge of astronomy, to under- 
stand the physical laws which we have discovered our- 
selves in the present generation only; fourth, that they 
are more so than we are; fifth, that they, too, will be 
on the alert during the period of our near approach. 
Arbitrarily taking the first two for granted, it is most 
reasonable that they excel us in every way, having a 
higher radio activity than we. They may have been 
trying to signal us 1000 years ago, or even more. Ad- 
mitting that they are as ready to talk to us, or more 80, 
than we are to talk to them, let us consider the obsta- 
cles to be overcome. 


The mean distance of separation of Earth and Mars 
is 45,000,000 miles. It is obvious that no matter if 
they have ten senses of perception, they can reply to 
but two of ours—sight and sound. As the two planets 
swing around the sun, one is overtaking the other, and 
when the two are even or in line with the sun, the 
maximum reduction of distance will be 15,000,000 miles. 
Take two common pin heads and lay them twenty 
feet apart, and thirty feet farther on lay a pumpkin. 
That will be the approximate size and distances of the 
Earth, Mars and the Sun. 7 

The planets reflect the rays of the sun precisely as 
the moon reflects them to the earth, and any system of 
artificial reflection must enter into competition with 
the naturally reflected sun's rays. If it were possible 
to reflect in competition with the sun’s direct rays, the 
reflections would be totally lost. So it is possible to 
refiect from the lighted side of one planet to the dark- 
ened side of the other, and since one is perpetually on 
the inner track and the darkened side of the other is 
always to the outer track, these reflections can pass 
but one way at best. There can be no interplanetary 
response. Furthermore, the Earth and Mars are each 
revolving around the Sun, each is revolving on its axis 
and the north pole of the Earth is oscillating like that 
of a top. Any reflector on the earth to hit Mars, so 
small and so distant, must be subjected to these three 
motions and must be adjustable, not simply so, but 
perfectly so, and where is the engineer who will under- 
take for ten millions, yes, for a billion, to build Prof. 
Pickering of Harvard an adjustable mirror with an 
area of a square mile? Coming back to the pin-head 
proportion, such a mirror would be so small on the face 
of the pin head that a strong microscope would be 
needed to discover it. The light-reflection theory is 
thus seen to be absurd, first, because flashes could be 
sent but one way; second, because competition of natu- 
ral reflection is too strong and, third, because a mirror 
big enough to reflect a noticeable flash would be too big 
to be adjustable to the marksmanship required. 

The other appeals to the sight of the Martians offer 
but two suggestions. First, Dr. Larkin says that the 
laying of a gigantic square or design of black cloth on 
the white alkali plains of the American desert could 
convey to Mars the information that the earth men 
were trying to talk to the Martians. It might, but 
that would be all. Leauxcieus suggests that from the 
center of the Sahara above which the atmosphere is 
absolutely clear that a set of great smoke machines 
emit spurts of dense vapor in the Morse code. If the 
Martians have made a study of the topography of the 
earth, and saw this smoke, would they think it any- 
thing but the product of a new and eccentric volcano? 
Also what astronomer can truthfully say he has seen 
non-nebulous clouds in the atmosphere of any other 
place. The use of light is the best appeal to the sight 
of the Martians, and that having been dismissed as ab- 
surd, the whole question of sight appeal must be dis- 
missed, leaving the appeal to hearing. 

Before proceeding on this task, consider the sugges- 
tion of Prof. David H. Tood of Amherst, that he and 
Leo Stevens ascend ten miles in a balloon and attempt 


to signal Mars. No balloonist has ever claimed an as- 


cent of more than Six and a half miles, the claim put 
forward by Glaishier, an Englishman. Some may 
have gone higher, but the rarefied air and the cold 
killed them, and they were found dead in the baskets 
when the hydrogen bag came down eventually. Also 
how does Prof. Todd expect to transport by balloon, in- 
struments to send or receive messages? The Princess 
Asturni suggests spiritualism, Doa Miguel proposes 


clairvoyancy and Capt. Oliver says that naval maneu- 
vers in calm waters with solid blocks of ships might 
be seen, but these can be reckoned with logically on 
their very face. 

Now for the appeal to hearing. Whether light or 
sound be used, the medium between the planets is the 
dense unelastic body of ether which pervades the uni- 
verse in unbroken continuity. To be exact, any wave 
that oscillates it moves at the rate of 186,000 miles per 
second. 

In the last year, in fact, in the last three months, the 
radio wireless telephone has been perfected to a start- 
ling degree. From transmitting the voice over such 
distances as five miles, DeForest’s latest invention is 
successful at 600 miles. Moreover, this achievement 
has been wrought not only once and under one set of 
conditions, but often enough and with such certainty 
of result that a complete system of wireless telephones 
is now in operation on the Great Lakes, where long- 
range talking is a daily practice. 

Miss Anna M. Devine inaugurated this system May 
13, 1909, when she sent the first spoken word without 
wires from Chicago to Milwaukee. Since then, other 
instances have accumulated daily at such a rate that 
they have ceased to excite comment. : 

These are the best reasons for assuming that this 
range will be increased almost indefinitely. Dr. De- 
Forest, declared recently that it was only a question of 
time, and a short time, at that, when the voice will be 
sent across the Atlantic. Greater and greater ranges 
will succeed, for it has been found that in long dis- 
tance wireless telephony, atmospheric and other dis- 
turbances do not produce as much confusion as in wire- 
less telegraphy. What may seem stranger still, there 
is not that distortion of sounds with increase of dis- 
tance, as is the case in sending the voice over wires. 
Thus, the voice is heard as clearly at 1000 miles as at 
one mile. 

DeForest must realize that with a grand sender 
through pure ether, the wave could be propelled mil- 
lions of miles. There would be only a few miles of 
earth atmosphere and a few miles of Mars’s atmos- 
phere and between the millions of miles of ether which 
transmits the sunlight without the loss of a single 
ray, which transmits the radio energy without the loss 
of a fraction of its activity. 

The ordinary size of wireless telephone could be used 
to receive the speaker's voice, but the sender must be 
on a commensurately grand scale, at least proportion- 
ate to the distance, and Dr. DeForest can easily esti- 
mate how large it must be, certainly far smaller than a 
mirror with a superficial area of a mile, and costing 
only a small part of the ten millions for which Prof. 
Pickering asks. 

Turning to the realms of the fanciful, let us imagine 
a meridian on Mars with various groups of her great 
scientists gathered around telescopes, and whatever 
other instruments they may have. If they do as we 
shall do, they will have instruments to measure, scopes, 
colors, refractions, radical waves and other things. 
There is every reason to Suppose that they will be 
quite as alert as we during the period of our friendly 
call in the heavens. 

Suddenly the etherometer begins a systematic regis- 
tering of most unusual oscillations. There is great in- 
terest, and many gather around. They find them- 
selves unable to transmit it to color or any other ex- 
pression of visible radio activity and some one sug- 
gests the audion. It is connected and the strange 
sound of an earth man's voice is heard speaking in Es- 
peranto. They are dumbfounded, but it does not take 
long for their prepared scientific minds to realize what 
is happening. The sounds are recorded if they have 
had an Edison, they are translated in two weeks if 
they have had a Paraduc, and if they have evolved an 
etheric oscillation system of their own, they are pre- 
pared to reply. Once they reply—this is the boldest 
thought a man of science ever penned—what reason is 
there to doubt that communication between the earth 
and Mars would be easy and uninterrupted. The imagi- 
nation is staggered by what we might learn from them 
in a month that would advance us in progress 200 years 
perhaps. However, if they should chance to be behind 
us in enlightenment, we should hear nothing at all in 
reply. 

Reviewing the entire proposal, one is struck by cer- 
tain things. The first that to attempt to communicate 
with Mars is merely a blind stab at the best. We have 
as much reason to suppose the planet uninhabited as 
we have to think of it as peopled, we as logically pic- 
ture the life to be of some queer animal, as to think of 
the Martians as being at all like ourselves, and the 
only thing to be gained is the glory of achievement 
of the earth scientists and the benefit to the entire 
earth race if communication should be established and 
we should be able to obtain vast funds of Martian 
knowledge for the mere asking. 

And for something else speculatingly daring—if we 
begin to talk to Mars may we not hope to talk to the 
other planets with more powerful instruments? 

So far as Martian conditions are concerned, every- 
thing is pure guesswork. Prof. Larkin calls the Mar- 
tian canals natural channels, Mars may be desolate, but 
as to the earth, I for one am certain that it is entirely 
practicable at a greater or less expenditure of mind, 
money and time to construct a radio wireless telephone 
which will hurl the human voice across the vast etlrer- 
eal solitudes to Mars, and if after fifty years no answer 
is obtained, then we may feel sure that one question 
is answered at least. If we get a reply, a new era of 
knowledge will begin among mankind.

SomE EARLY €ELEBRATIONS OF IN- 
DEPENDENCE Day.

IKE a jolly little firecracker going off in the solemn 
midst of a Fourth of July oration crackles a mirth- 
ful tradition anent the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

During the breathless gathering about the table where 
lay the epoch-making document awaiting the signatures 
that meant the life or death of a new nation, it hap- 
pened that Charles Carroll of Maryland jostled elbows 
with Carter Bruxton of Virginia, the former a thin, an- 
gular gentleman of skimpy pattern; the latter built on 
broad lines, luxuriantly padded, tipping the scale at 170 
pounds. 

“Well, Mr. Carroll,” Bruxton chubbily grinned, “the 
British say they will hang us as rebels if they catch us. 
If they do, I will have greatly the advantage, for as I 
am heavy, my neck will be broken at once, while I fear 
you will dangle in the air and hang on for some time.” 


It is the cherished pride of Virginia that the declara- 
tion was drawn up by a native son, the boast of Penn- 
sylvania that it was signed in her Philadelphia, but a 
little neighbor across the way, New Jersey forsooth, 
calls attention to her finger in the pie of honorable 
mention by claiming that in the day of exciting debate 
over the passage of the declaration it was one of her

Paul Lister Ford gives us tense snatches of descrip- 
tion of some of the earliest celebrations of our Indepen- 
dence day. 


The first Fourth was on the 8th. Countless times 
since has the day been honored by the reading aloud 
of the declaration, but never has the event had the dra- 
matic thrill of that flashing moment in the courtyard of 
Independence Hall when it was read aloud to outsiders 
for the first time, and never again could bon fires, rock- 
ets and the ringing of bells mean all that they did that 
aight in the historic city of Penn in the year 1776. 


New York celebrated the following day, and thereon 
hangs a tale—no less an incident than the beheading 
of a king. 


On Bowling Green stood a magnificent equestrian 
statue of His Majesty George the Third, torn down and 
unofficially executed in a half-mischievous, half-patriotic, 
Fourth of July spirit. But the delicious end was not 
yet. George was of a leaden .ature—we refer merely 
to the equestrian statue, of course!—and later his bro- 
— fragments were moulded into bullets to fight the 
ritish. 


It was not until 1782 that Congress celebrated the 
Fourth for the first time, having decided to adjourn 
over that day and dine together—which the members 
impressively did at the fashionable hour of 3 o'clock, a 
unique feature of the entertainment being the music 
rendered by a band of Hessians taken at Trenton, while 
between the drinking of every toast patriotic volleys 
were fired off by soldiers drawn up outside the door of 
the city tavern where the country’s lawmakers had con- 
gregated. 


That same night, the city was illuminated by lighted 
candles placed in every window—with the exception of 
a few dark houses still loyal to a lost cause. 


As an example of some of the possibilities of the im- 
passioned oratory of early-day Fourths we quote a few 
of the vivid words of a New Jersey divine in a “mem- 
orable“ address of the year 1823. 

“For more than seven years, the savage foeman and 
the fiend Hessian exhausted their murderous propensi- 
ties. The old man, trembling beneath a weight of years 
—the infant smiling at the glittering bayonet pointed at 
its boso: and the tender female, swooning amidst her 
fears, were alike disregarded. Then, beneath a burning 
sun or through almost impenetrable snows, the father 
was torn from his shrieking family—and traitors and 
hirelings applied the torch which drew from the peace- 
ful cottage its inmates whose flight was facilitated by 
the flames and by the crash.”

“new and solemn style” in which the Fourth was cele- 
brated at Castleton, Virginia, in the year 1820. On the 
6th of July, 1777, Capt. Nathan Williams had been killed 
and scalped while fighting the British and Indians. His 
body left on the ground had been buried, wrapped in an 
Indian blanket. After forty-three years, it was the 
happy inspiration of his surviving companions to dis- 
inter the remains and honor him—and Independence 
Day—with the pomp of a public funeral. 

That same year, out in the backwoods of Kentucky, 
the nation’s health was drunk at a Fourth of July “ban- 
quet,” the head of the table occupied by Nathan Young, 
108 years old, a soldier who had begun his military 
career in Braddock’s defeat and continued it through- 
out the War of the Revolution. N 

It is one of the most “dramatic coincidences” of our 
national history that the semi-centennial of the Decla- 
ration of Independence marks the death of both John 
Adams and James Jefferson, almost at the same hour 
of the day. 

Already II. on the 30th of June, Adams chose for the 


would have stamped out the spluttering joy from the 
life of the small boy forever. Duché, a native of Phila- | 
delphia, began the Revolutionary period so patriotically 
that when chaplain of Congress at the outbreak of 
war he gave up his entire salary for families of patriots 
fallen in battle. But by 1777 he had undergone so mys- 
terious a change of heart that he wrote Washington a 
letter in which he pictured the patriotic cause in the 
most dire fashion possible and then plunged into th 
following entreaty:

With that prudence an 
delicacy, therefore, of which I know you are possessed 
represent to Congress the indispensable neces-

His last words for a few 
hours later when bells and cannon answered “Yes,” he 
had drifted too far away from the moorings of time and 
nations to hear—although he lingered yet a little while 
longer as if. even in unconsciousness, he was loath to 
go until he had celebrated one more birthday of his 
country's independence.

Hawaii's Food Festivals. 


FEASTS BROUGHT DOWN FROM THE 
PAST TO THE PRESENT. 


By a Special Contributor. 


12 luau, or native feast of the Hawallans, is one 


of the most interesting features left the new Ha- 

wall as a relic of a past régime, and to tourists sho 
visit the islands for the first time, one of the most 
novel, 

When any large delegation of people such as a Con- 
gressional party, the Southern California Buditorial As- 
sociation, or the Chamber of Commerce, visit Honolulu 
or Hilo, a big luau is usually arranged in its honor, and 
the members of the party are given an opportunity to 
partake of the many queer dishes so sacred to the ka- 
naka palate. Some are good and some are not, but all 
are interesting, and until one has at least tasted of them 
he has not lived up to his Hawaiian opportunities. 


The luau is given sometimes in a garden beneath the 


„ 
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shade of spreading banyan or algeroba trees, or upon 
the broad lanai of some house or public building, or 
within the building itself. One of the largest I ever 
attended, and to me the most interesting because it was 
my first and held all that charm of novelty and a new 
experience which the subsequent ones could not have, 
was given in the big armory at Hilo. Hilo is the larg- 
est town on the big island of Hawaii, the port at which 
one lands when en route from Honolulu on the Island of 
Oahu to the volcano of Kilauea on Mawaii. 


At the original native luau the guests always sat upon 
the ground and the viands were spread upon native 
mats or big leaves laid on the ground, but out of con- 
sideration for the American feelings and sensibilities 
of the guests, most of the luaus nowadays are served 
at rough board tables, and the guests are allowed the 
luxury of chairs. Knives, forks and spoons, however, 
are tabu, and one is expected to eat with his fingers in 
true native fashion. | 


At the memorable Hilo luau I attended, long tables, 
seating several hundred, were spread the entire length 
of the armory hall, and in lieu of table cloths, the mam- 
moth leaves of the ti plant and banana were used as 
covering. Broad-leafed ferns were also laid across the 
tables, down the center of which were arranged mounds 
of native fruitse—alligator or avacado pears, papaia, 
mangoes, bananas, pineapples, red, glossy-skinned moun- 
tain apples—ohias as they are called—sour sops, the 
fruit that looks so much alive you feel as if you had to 
kill it to eat it; island grapes, water lemons (or the 
fruit of the passion flower.) oranges and cocoanuts. 


At each place was a calabash, or poi bowl, made from 
the polished shell of the cocoanut, and this receptacle 
held poi, the chief native food. This poi is made from 
the root of the taro plant, which is first boiled, then 
pounded fine and moistened with water, and is then al- 
lowed to ferment. The ordinary poi is of a bluish- 
white color, but there is a more rare kind known as 
royal poi which is terra cotta colored, the taro from 
which it is made being more difficult to obtain. For- 
merly it was tabu to all save those having royal blood 
in their veins, but now any one who can obtain it-is 
privileged to eat it. Here again a compromise was 
effected between native custom and American preju- 
dice, for the real Hawaiian way is to serve the poi in 
one great calabash of koa or kou wood, each dipping 
his fingers into the bow!. There is one-fingered pol, 
two-fingered poi, and three-fingered poi, and it takes 
but little practice to become proficient in the art of pol 
eating. One dips his finger in the soft, pasty concoc- 
tion, gives it a twist, and with a dexterous turn of his 
wrist lifts it quickly to his mouth. If he is so unfortu- 
nate as to spill any en route, he has not learned the art, 
for the well-trained poi eater never loses a drop of 
his precious food in transit any more than does the 
soda-water-fountain drink mixer when he is perform- 
ing bis wonderful feats. It is ‘indeed a ludicrous sight 
to behold dignified lawyers and judges on the bench;

But there were many things on the menu for which 
one did not have to acquire a relish. There was deli- 
cious mullet, one of the best native fishes, baked in ti 
leaves; there was rich-flavored suckling pig roasted in 
the ground; bread fruit baked in imu and tasting like a 
rich baked sweet potato with a pungent flavor and odor 
added for good measure; there was a ragout of chicken 


‘| and cocoanut fit for the gods themselves, and a delicious 


eocoanut pudding cut in slices and served cold like cold 
plum pudding. There were crabs A la Hawali, dried raw 
fish, squid with cocoanut, baked sweet potato made after 
a native recipe, taro-top greens cooked with bits of pork 
and called luau; there was sugarcane split fine, heads 
of fish served in ti leaves, a kind of leaf which gives 
a flavor something like that of the bay leaf when cooked

had drunk the transparent milk which is sweet and con- 
tains a slight tang like that in carbonated water, he 
enjoyed the experience of scooping out the fresh young 
cocoanut meat which is quite different from the hard- 
ened nut of commerce. 

None of the food save the chicken and pig was served 
in dishes, but lay on leaves and was eaten with the fin- 
gers. The cocoanut pudding, which was the best thing 
served, was made, a native told me, of taro root boiled 
and pounded, and cocoanut cream, the whole moistened 
with the milk of the young cocoanut and then baked 
under ground in the luau pit with the pig, chicken and 
bread fruit. 

According to the Hawaiian custom, over each chair 
was thrown a lei of the royal ilima blossoms of golden 
yellow, intertwined with a lei of maile, the glossy-leafed 
vine which is known as the Hawalian smilax. 


After all had taken their places, a number of buxom 
wahines (Hawaiian women) clad in holokus—long flow- 
ing robes of the genus Mother Hubbard—and wearing 
gay leis of carnations, ilima, plumeria, or daisies about 
their necks, passed about the tables with shallow ba- 
sins of water in which the fragrant leaves of the maile 
had been dropped. Each person present, according to 
the native custom, dipped his hands in the basin and 
dried them upon the towel passed with this coöperative 
finger bowl. By the time we had partaken of this novel 
feast we wished that the finger bowl might be passed 
again, as there seemed more need for its use at the end 
of the feast than at the beginning! 


That we might remember afterward all the strange 
concoctions of which we had eaten (or not eaten, ac- 
cording to our daring,) menu cards were provided, each 
bearing the Hawaiian names of the interesting viands 
and their English translations. At the top of each card

Previous to this hookugu, the last one given 
was in honor of Admiral Brown when he brought the 
body of the late King Kalakaua from San Francisco 
several years ago. 

For the fleet hookupu offerings were sent from the 
islands of Oahu, Hawaii, Maui and Kawai, and the scene 
presented at the dock was an interesting and novel one. 


. A A great barge was decorated with stalks of banana plant, 


cocoanut palms, with clusters of cocoanuts still at- 
tached. The floor of the barge was covered with green 
rushes and upon these were arranged great piles of rich 
brown cocoanuts, hundreds of bunches and “gangs” of 


' bananas, piles of sugarcane, cut in convenient lengths 


to nibble, boxes of glowing pineapples fragrant and 
ripe, avacado pears, papaias ‘and mangoes. The list 
included twenty-five tons of pineapples, one pine for each 
man in the fleet; 900 bunches of bananas, five tons of 
sugarcane; 5000 fresh cocoanuts, besides the oranges, 
lemons, and other fruits in lesser quantities. In addi- 
tion to the tons of fruit sent out to the ships, several 
tons which had spoiled while waiting delivery at the 
docks, had to be thrown overboard, making the fishes 
feel no doubt as if they were receiving a hookupu as 
well.

Wuar Kinps WE IAuronr AND 
WHERE THEY COME FROM.

EW displays more quickly attract a bunch of side- 
F walk saunterers than an exhibition of live stock 

behind the windows of a store. It may be fox ter- 
rier puppies, or chicks just out of the shell—“such cute 
little things —or, more interesting still, a flock of for- 
eign birds. But of the people who gaze admiringly at 
the feathered immigrants how many have any notion 
whence they come or by what means they are pro- 
cured? 

The natural migration of birds is unrestricted. Not 
being an air power, as yet, we cannot hinder the pass- 
age across our frontiers of continental migrants from 
the Arctic regions or Mexico, but the importation, the 
assisted immigration of birds, is subject to regulations 
as strict as those which govern human immigrants. It 
is not a concern of the customhouse, for birds are on the 
free list. But whether desired for public purposes or 
private trade, to add to the game fauna of a State or 
sell to the bird fancier, no species can now be imported 
without a permit from the Department of Agriculture. 


This regulation is of recent origin. Formerly the 
public could send for any bird they fancied. Away back 
in the eighteen-fifties a craze developed for acclimatiz- 
ing sparrows from England. Unfortunately, the house, 
not the hedge sparrow, was selected, and imported in 
patches of a thousand at a time into Atlantic Coast 
ports. As a result, this undesirable bird citizen is now 
firmly established in most towns and threatens to oc- 
cupy Southern California building sites. Experience 
with the English sparrow proved the necessity for 
checking importations. The door is now closed against 
any kind of bird that is likely, if set free, to become a 
public nuisance. 


That department of Secretary Wilson’s bureau which | 


is concerned with importations of live stock is called 
the Biological Survey. Birds are only a side issue in 
its multifarious duties. From the reports of its survey- 
ors may be gathered many facts and figures that throw 
a light upon the needs and tastes of the American peo- 
ple as regards domesticated birds. 

Nearly a third of a million feathered immigrants were 
brought over in the year ending with June, 1906. The 
totals showed an increase of 37 per cent. over the figures 
for the year 1902. These were prosperous times and, 
the people having plenty of spending money, the traffic 
in cage birds increased with that in other fancy articles. 
But it is only of recent years that it has attained to 
considerable proportions. | 

Cage birds come to our shores from all quarters of 
the globe. Africa sends plumage birds, but no singers; 
Australia cockatoos, love birds, diamond sparrows, and 
a finch of surpassing beauty. Tropical America is the 
chief source of supply of the green talking parrot. Of 
oriental birds the favorites with importers are Java 
sparrows, Japanese robins—one of the few songsters 
Japan can boast of—and minas, which are talking star- 
lings from India. Among the European birds that are 
licensed to enter, the most important are gold finches, 
linnets, bull finches, song thrushes, skylarks, and those 
universal favorites, canaries. | 

The principal ports of entry are New York and Phila- 
delphia. Comparatively few birds come in by way of 


Seattle and San Francisco, except parrots from Mex- 


ico, and these are forecastie passengers, the purchases 
‘of thrifty sailors which they sell again when they are 
paid off. But like all merchandise, cage birds follow 
well-worn and defined lines of traffic. American im- 
porters obtain their consignments in most cases from 
the wholesale dealers and breeders in London and Ham- 
burg, which cities are the old-established headquarters 
of the trade in pet birds. The art of breeding and rear- 
ing strange birds in captivity has long been practised 
in Europe, whereas in this country it has not received 
much attention. 

Cage birds in transit across the Atlantic are treated 
more like passengers than freight. Ihe crates or cages 
in which canaries travel are moveable bins. These 
are arranged with a careful regard to lighting and ven- 
tilation in long tiers one above the other. At regular 
intervals the tiers are taken down and rearranged in 
order that in rotation each feathered passenger may 
enjoy the fresh air of an outside berth. High-priced 
specially-trained singers may travel ‘de luxe,’ like opera 
stars, in a cabin by themselves. Not being subject to 
seasickness, the cage birds carried in a leviathan cargo 
vessel, like the Celtic, travel more comfortably than 
the human immigrants in a crowded steerage. It pays 
to keep such a valuable cargo as fancy birds in good 
health and bright feather. As an example of the wrong 
method, one might point to the herding close together 
in a dark and stuffy hold of the gray parrots in transit 
from West Africa to Liverpool. They are bought from 
the natives for a trifle, dumped aboard, and only the 
strongest survive. Even these are short-lived, accord- 
ing to Dr. Greene, an English physician and bird fan- 
cier, having contracted disease due to overcrowding. 
Hence the bird has depreciated as a pet, although it is 
one of the best whistlers and talkers. People are shy 
of paying a long price for a bird that may act like the 
gazelle in the old song, and die just when the family 
has got to know him well. 

The habits of birds curiously influence the cost of 
their transportation and eventually their price to the 
buyer. The more cubic space they take up, the higher 
their freight, and some quarrelsome finches require lots 
of elbow room, being ready to peck the eyes out of a 
strange cabin mate. On the other hand, the docile love 


birds, like company; and many pairs of them will voy- 


age together in a unity more than Christian within the 
bars of one huge crate. 

The birds we import may be broadly classified into 
song birds, plumage birds, and mimics. It is a ques- 
tion of taste. Some people like a singer in the home, 
some a living picture, others an amusing pet like a 
talking parrot. Polly really stands in a class by itself, 
something more than a bird. With its air of subdued 
intelligence, it is quite as good a listener as a talker, 
and, like Falstaff, is not only witty itself, but a source 
of wit in others. What a number of funny stories, 
true or otherwise, center round the apt remarks of a 
domestic parrot. These traits make the parrot the only 
rival of the canary for the premiership in popularity. 
We import altogether some 200 different species of birds, 
mostly canaries. Five times as many of these songsters 
come in as of all the other birds together. 


We receive them from Germany in batches of a 
thousand when trade is most lively, which happens at 
the Christmas season. For the tame canary is a Euro- 
pean by naturalization. It would be as idle to order a 
singer from the Canary Islands, where they were dis- 
covered some 300 years ago, as to send to Turkey for a 
Thanksgiving bird. The canary has varied under do- 
mestication to a considerable extent, but not so much as 
the pigeon, celebrated by Darwin in his origin of 
species. Some odd forms, however, have developed, 
which the original wild canaries would hardly recog- 
nize as belonging to their family. There is a crested 
kind, known as the Norwich bird, and a great big fellow, 
called the Lancashire “coppy,” quite a giant for a ca- 
nary bird. But these are seldom seen on this side of the 
Atlantic. What the American trade calls for is a plain 
bird, without any eccentric shape or fancy feathers, 
pure yellow and a good singer. 


Such birds are raised in great numbers at the little 
burg of St. Andreas, situated in the Harz Mountains of 
North Germany. It is a household industry, carried on 
by the peasants in their own homes. Some years back, 
a calculating German figured that it was worth $300,000 
a year to the inhabitants of St. Andreasburg, which is 
as devoted to the canary as Petaluma to the American 
chicken. With years of experience behind them, the 
Harz Mountain breeders are experts in the art of rear- 
ing and training singers. Their training methods are 
simple enough. They rely upon the Dird’s natural ten- 
dency to imitation and rivalry. The sound of another 
bird singing is the stimulus that sets the youngster’s 
vocal chords in action. But they are careful to give 
them the best of company and example, selecting as 
singing tutors the males with the most perfect song, 
which, out of compliment to a famous Italian tenor, 
are called Campaninis. Nightingales, too, are used for 
the purpose of evoking the latest musical talents of ca- 
naries. A bird with a powerful voice but no discretion 
in using it is not so desirable a home pet as one that 
has a song both rich and sweet. Birds so trained are 


called in the trade “rollers,” and are worth at whole- 


sale from $24 to $36 a dozen, or twice as much as the 
common singer. 

Our green milking parrots come from the hot countries 
south of the frontier, where the woods are full of them. 
Most towns in tropical America have a large parrot 
population, and at sundown the streets in the poorer 
quarters resound with the cry of “loro,” “loro,” which 
is the untrained bird’s natural call, and the Spanish 
word for parrot. The birds are usually takes as nest- 
lings by native collectors. The best green talker is the 
Amazon, a kind widely distributed in Brazil and Guiana; 
it is known by its head color, which may be entirely 
yellow, or distinguished by a few red or blue feathers. 


Aside from canaries and parrots, the remainder of our 
importations are mainly from the finch and sparrow 
families. For there are sparrows which the Agricultural 
Department licenses as unobjectionable. Of such is the 
Java sparrow, a bird of dark blue or sometimes white 
plumage, which is known in Asia as the paddy bird, 
from its frequenting the rice or paddy fields. Also the 
diamond sparrow, a small Australian bird of speckled 
plumage with a peculiar wailing cry. A considerable 
number of the handsome “cordon-bleus,” or crimson- 
eared wax bills of Africa, are imported. The finch tribe 
furnishes us with a number of beautiful plumage birds. 
Some are quite well known. European gold finches, for 
example, of which we receive some 5000 annually; and 
the English bull finch, the piping “bully,” which is 
sometimes trained to draw water and do other tricks. 
Less well-known are the zebra finches of Australia, 
which are remarkably spotted with purple, and the ex- 
tremely beautiful Lady Gould finch from the same car. 
tinent. No cage bird has brighter plumage, its feath- 
ers carry every color in the spectrum, but it is rather 
difficult to keep, and consequently expensive. 

Seeing that we import a considerable number of ex- 
otic species that have been raised in captivity, one is in- 
clined to ask the question: ‘Cannot we breed some of 
these foreign species in this country?’ According to 
the report of the Biological Survey, the breeding of 
such birds, while carried on to some extent, has not as 
yet attained to the dignity of being an infant industry. 
Mr. Oldys thinks that a need exists for supplying the 
market with birds bred in America. The traffic in na- 
tive species, it seems, has ceased owing to adverse leg- 
islation. This has stimulated the importation of for- 
eign kinds and would seem to encourage breeders to 
raise them here. Not all birds indeed will mate and 
lay in captivity. Canaries, of course, are as domestic 
as ordinary chickens. But of the other imported kinds 
only the Java sparrows, zebra finches, and love birds 
are said to breed readily in aviaries. But canaries are 
most in demand, and these birds are especially recom- 
mended to the attention of the American breeder. We 
have all sorts of live-stock ranches in California: frog 
ranches, chicken ranches. Why not a canary ranch? 
It would be a novelty. | F. W. REID.

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| THE TANK SCRAP AT PURDUE. 


WHOLESALE WRESTLING MATCH THAT SOME 
TIMES LASTS ALL NIGHT. 


Of all the rushes and fights with which freshmen 
and sophomores the country over battle for supremacy 
perhaps the most original is the tank scrap at Purdue 
University, It takes place at the opening of the col- 
lege year, and is the only event of its kind indulged in 
by the two classes. The one scrap is decisive. 


It always takes place at night, says the Wide World 
Magazine, and instead of the usual flag or color ruea 
of other colleges, this one takes the form of a tying 
contest or mimic war, in which each army tries to 
make a prisoner of the other. 

A better comparison would be a great combined 
wrestling match, where each contestant tries to 
throw and bind his opponent, thus putting him out of 
the contest. It is conducted in much the same man- 
ner as the athletic games, there being rules to govern 
every point of the contest. 

The scrap is for the honor of painting the class nu- 
meral on the city water tank, the winning class being 
allowed to paint its sign manual on the tank, where it 
remains until the next year. 

The tank is situated on a hill a mile from the wni- 
versity. It is a very prominent feature of the land- 
scape, and is visible for several miles, so that when a 
class places its numeral on the side facing the campus 
and the city it can be seen by thousands of people. 

The scrap always takes place in a small field sur- 
| rounding the tank; and although the ground is on a 
hillside and very rough and broken it seems to serve 
very admirably for the purpose. The tank site is pri- 
vate property, but the company owning it has turned 
it over to the students. Even when the tank is re- 
painted, the numeral is left undisturbed. 

In the autumn of 1901 the struggle lasted the entire 
night, and both classes withdrew just before sunrise 
because many of the men were so completely worn out 
that they were unable to stand. The sophomores, how- 
ever, already had their numerals on the tank. 

This alone would have given the victory, for ac- 
cording to the rules, the class having its numeral on 
the tank at sunrise is declared the winner. The fresh- 
men, knowing this, sent two of their number to change 
the figures, realizing that the sophomores were too 
nearly worn out to offer any resistance. 

The two freshmen soon scaled the side of the great 
tank and prepared to obliterate the sophomores’ nu- 
meral and so bring lasting disgrace upon the class. 
The second-year men, enraged by this insult, bitterly 
cursed their fate, and tried to think of some means 
whereby the two freshmen might be dislodged and the 
honor of their class saved. 

At last the leader of the sophomores conceived a 
great scheme. He rushed wildly to the pumping sta- 
tion, and by bribes and threats induced the engineer in 
charge to overflow the tank. The idea was a great 
success; the luckless freshmen were soon enveloped in 
a small Niagara, and compelled to make a hasty de- 
scent.

CO-OPERATIVE STREET PLANTING 


Tur ONLY METHOD TO SECURE Han- 
MONIOUS TREATMENT. 


NE of the most unsatisfactory conditions arising 
0 from our present lack of method in street planting is 

the jumble of all sorts of plants on each block, a 
most confusing and inharmonious effect that not only is 
unbeautiful, but all but bewildering to the passer-by. 
One is led to wonder by what method of reasoning peo- 
ple arrive at such variable results, and why they persist 
in maintaining such an incongruous horticultural mu- 
seum. We have often noted, upon a single block, palms, 
dracenas, acacias, eucalypts, peppers and walnuts, part 
deciduous, part evergreen, with every variation of form, 
color and size possible to attain in the total number of 
trees necessary. There is an added strength and dig- 
nity with each block or mile of street trees of one kind 
that with age assumes a stateliness unapproachable by 
any mixed or alternative planting. 

As a rule, street trees are planted too thickly, so that 
individual beauty and character are soon lost through 
interlacing or overlapping of the branches. Where this 
is done, there is sufficient excuse for demanding mixed 
planting, so that one may be able to note a change in 
color and form, for a solid mass of foliage is but little 


system is better and the planting much more skillfully 
carried out. There is a wildwood charm about the Smi- 
ley estate that does not obtain in any of our city parks, 
though the same results are possible in the same lapse of 
years. 


The parks and gardens of Redlands are, owing largely 
to the hot summers, very free from scale pests. There 
the pepper trees and the oleanders thrive splendidly and 
are as bright and clean as it is possible for plants to be. 
This freedom from scale, especially the olive or common 
black scale, is so noticeable to one from nearer the coast 
that it gives the whole city a brighter appearance, espe- 
cially in the districts where both streets and gardens 
are well planted with trees. Redlands claims to be the 
home of the real pink Cherokee rose, and the rose fan- 
clers there seem to think that we do not have the “real 
thing” in Los Angeles. Their rose appears deeper in 
color and the foliage is precisely the same as in the 
white Cherokee. While our rose is just as ornate and 
grows fully as large as the Redlands strain, it does not 
appear to so closely resemble the universally-admired 
white Cherokee. Much of interest may be found in Red- 
lands to attract the plant lover, even though he does not 
visit the large fine gardens, of which the city has many.

It must be plainly evident from the Sealant that the 
only effective means of securing uniform planting is by 
zealous, well-directed coéperation which, in its final 
analysis, means organization. In the case of a munivi- 
pality, it is doubtless best to pass a compulsory street- 
tree ordinance providing that within a specified time all 
streets shall be planted, allowing the owners upon each 
street to petition for the use of their favorite tree and 
designation by the City Council of an official tree for 
each street, after which time no other tree shall be 
planted therein. 
majority, of greatest good to the greatest number, and is 
the only way in which the non-resident owner mar be 

t to terms, for all unplanted frontage remaining 
at the expiration of the stated term shall be planted 
by the city and the expense added to the city taxes. The 
validity of this ordinance has been upheld by the courts 
and has proven eminently satisfactory wherever tried. 

In lesser communities than municipalities or where a 
tree-planting ordinance is deemed unnecessary or in- 
advisable, an improvement society or club assuming 
similar work is a prime necessity. With such an or- 
ganization the owners on each street may be called to- 
gether, the merits of their several favorite trees dis- 
cussed, the matter put to a vote and an agreement made 
to plant the tree desired by the majority. It will be nec- 
essary that some few should yield graciously to the 
wishes of the many if uniform and satisfactory results 
are to be attained. This spirit of codperation should ex- 
tend to digging the holes, buying and planting the trees 
and perhaps to the first year’s care. All these items may 
be covered at a less expense collectively than is possible 
as individuals, and the results will be far more satis- 
factory to each and all.

Power and Telephone Companies Prune. 

Previous to the last year or so the street trees of Los 
Angeles have been at the mercy of the lineman, and 
right royally has he hacked them. Tops have been cut 
| off with hatchets and large branches half sawn through 
were allowed to fall and split off as they would. Occa- 
isonally some property owner would protest, and if he 
made enough noise, his trees would be properly pruned, 
for legally no corporation has a right to cut any tree. A 
case carried to the highest court a couple of years ago 
was decided against the company where the franchise 
provided that no trees could be cut (under protest) un- 
less the company first exhausted “every other means,” 
and this was held by the court to go so far as to cause 
the wires to be placed under ground; for until this was 
done, they had not “exhausted every other means.” 

But the days of hacking and rank disfigurement of 
street trees by public-utility companies is now a thing 
of the past in Los Angeles. Having no right to muti- 
late trees, it only became necessary to have some aue 
in authority take up the matter with them in a friendly 
spirit, and see that the work was properly done. This 
matter of diplomacy was taken up by City Forester 
Harper when he first went into office, and so satisfac- 
tory have been the results that this one accomplish- 
ment is alone worth to Los Angeles the full salary of 
the city forester from the creation of the office to the 
present time. Little by little we shall come to realize 
that this official is a prime necessity and that the posi- 
tion should have been made and maintained during all 
of the last twenty years. Had it been done, we should 
now have a much more beautiful city, and as our people 
come to realize the many improvements regarding street 
trees and their treatment that the city forester has 
brought about we shall find them a unit in demanding 
a more liberal appropriation for this most necessary and 
efficient officer. 

While upon the subject of improved pruning methods 
in vogue by the power companies, it is not out of place 
to say that while all are doing better work, some are 
doing the best they can. Some line companies have 
given orders to their tree foremen to prune according to

Giant Tauiportr THE 
GRANDEST OF THEM ALL. 


By Ernest Braunton. 
| R ESIDENTS of Southern California, who have come 


THE 


to regard all palms merely as ornamental plants 
should not forget that there are many species of 
unusual commercial value and that even among the or- 
pamental we do not grow either the finest or the most 
curious or remarkable. Our climate limits us to hardy 
species, though in the writer's opinion no Royal Palm 
cam surpass in beauty a well-developed plant of Cocos 
plumosa, sometimes called, by reason of its grace and 
elegance, the Queen palm. 
No doubt the most remarkable palm, from a purely 
spectacular standpoint is the giant Talipot palm (Cory- 
pha umbraculifera) from Ceylon. The leaves of this 
palm are often more than ten feet long and nearly twice 
as wide, so that it is easily the grandest of all fan palms. 
It differs from all other members of the palm family in 
that it flowers but once, a supreme effort as in the case 
of the century plants so common here, and then dies. 
_ The preparation for flowering is preceded by thirty or 
forty years’ sturdy growth; then, in the center of the 
immense leaf crown there arises a shoot of giant “as- 
paragus in general appearance the same as the flower

spike of the century plant (Agave.) It also umfolds as 
this plant until it is a much-branched giant flower head 
of twenty-five feet in height, and in sixty days from the 
first appearance of the bud the myriad of flowers open. 
About six months from the beginning the flower stalk 
dies and topples over, and this is later followed by the 
death of the plant. 


From a commercial view, no palm is of so much impor- 
tance as the cocoanut, and it is also, throughout the 
tropics of the world, the most common. In many lands, 
it furnishes to the natives food and drink; houses and 
clothing; firewood, and “firewater;” boats, watering 
troughs, boxes, trunks, dishes and household utensils: 
as well as nearly everything we make from timber and 
Aber plants. The dried meat is the copra of commerce, 


also much in demand, as is the butter made from it, for 
the use of those unfortunates suffering from dyspepsia 
and indigestion. Aside from the meat and milk, the 
shell itself is put to a great variety of uses, and it is 
doubtful if any plant in the world furnishes so great a 
variety of material necessary to mankind. In this re- 
spect, the cocoanut palm far surpasses in importance the 
bamboo of the Chinese and Japanese.

The Wax palms furnish an article 
of commerce often used as a substitute for tallow and 
others furnish “palm honey,” palm sugar, “pafm wine,” 
and many sorts of food and drink, while other species 
give us valuable drugs and medicines. Though we are 
accustomed to looking upon them as mere ornaments, if 
the full story were told, it would readily be admitted 
that the palms are among our most valuable economic 
plants. 


Plant Variety in Gardens. 


As a rule, a private garden should not smuck of bo- 
tanic-garden flavor of the extent of having but a single, 
isolated specimen of each plant. Yet the plant lover 
often prefers a fine collection of plants to garden pic- 
tures, and therein the plant lover predominates over 
the admirer of the woodland picture. Often a compro- 
mise is effected, and the garden is still allowed to be 
beautiful. It also occurs that persons come into posses- 
sion of old gardens planted with a jumble of trees and 
shrubs where no attention was paid to landscape fea- 
tures—no open lawn centers—it then becomes proper 
to add to the plant collection by the planting of better 
material. 


The Banana Shrub. 


One of the rarest as well the choicest of all our gar- 
den shrubs is a handsome evergreen closely allied to the 
magnolias and often so classed, known to the layman 
as the “banana shrub” because of the delightful fra- 
grance of its blossoms which emit a strong banana-like 
odor, though far surpassing in both strength and delicacy 
of aroma the finest banana that ever grew. This ex- 
cellent shrub (Michella fuscata) grows very well in a 
deep, well-drained, friable loam, planted in whole or par- 
tial shade and given frequent and copious waterings dur- 
ing the summer. Lack of proper treatment is largely, if 
not wholly, responsible for the failures with this plant 
of which so many complain. The writer calls to mind 
many fine plants in Los Angeles and vicinity that have 
thrived little short of the marvelous, proving that any 
one can grow them by the exercise of a little care. One 
at the Weeks place, in Alhambra, has attained a large 
size, flowered most abundantly and always remained in 
perfect health, though not by any means planted in an

Planting Rural Parks. 


Rural parks and those in small towns are usually 
planted out in a day by an enthusiastic crowd and gen- 
erally it is very illy done. How can it be improved? 
By placing in charge of each piece of work the keen- 
eyed observer and admirer of the beautiful, the one who 
can select the best points of observation, the future 
house sites, the places where one would linger and drink 
in the grandeur of the views. Have him along with 
your load of trees and give him full charge of saying 
“leave that vista open,” “don't plant there; you shut 
off my view of that river, lake, woods or distant hill.” 
Again he is valuable, as he sees the objectionable fea- 
tures, the thing that mars the landscape. Here he 
plants thickly and hides from view that which repels 
the esthetic nature of man. How can this all be accom- 
plished? By planting in groups, groups set with an 
eye to the artistic; groups set by themselves, with open 
space where full sunshine breaks through and gives light 
and a circulation of air to the open interior.

O eliminate the American business hen from the 
corporate limits of the city of Los Angeles is cer- 
tainly a big job for even the municipal government 


to undertake, for it means to exclude her from a thick- 


ly-populated territory of over thirty-six square miles. 
The bit of municipal legislation that is presumed to do 
this is contained in the following paragraph from Ordi- 
nance No, 18,038: 

“Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
keep or feed any chickens, ducks, geese, turkeys, or 
other fowls within thirty-five (35) feet of any door, win- 
dow or other opening of any dwelling within the city of 
Los Angeles.” 

The reason for such legislation, we are told, is that 
Chanticleer rises too early in the morning to suit the 
average person, and that because of his early and ve- 
ciferous crow the poultry business must be eliminated 
from the back yards of city dwellers and tie family 
hen becomes only the lore of books aud the records of 
the past. That breeders and fanciers resent this class 
legislation is a foregone conslusion; byt there are also 
economic reasons why it should be removed from the 
statute books. Roughly estimating, there are probably 
over 100,000 head of poultry within the city limits, the 
major portion of which are laying hens. To cut this 
number off means a decrease in egg production which 
will enhance the cost of hen fruit to consumers; elimi- 
nate all this poultry and the poultry-supply business 
will suffer; but most of all, the law in its operation is 
not only unjust, but works a hardship to a large number 
of taxpayers who are deprived thereby of a source of 
livelihood as well as of pleasure. In its last analysis it 
is simply drastic and sumptuary legislation impinging 
on the rights of the individual and confiscating his prop- 
erty. For to limit the keeping of poultry to within thirty- 
five feet of “any door, window or other opening of any 
dwelling within the city of Los Angeles” is to make city- 
lot poultry culture obsolete. We understand a number 
of arrests and fines have already been made, and that 


flocks of fine birds have been forced to the market at 


great losses to their owners. A former ordinance lim- 
ited the keeping of fowl to within twenty feet, which 


served every purpose of good sanitation and safety to 
the city’s health; the present law should be so amended. 


The Big Event. 


Late advices just received from Seattle are to the effect 
that the forthcoming Alaska-Yukon Poultry Show will 
be a pronounced success. The plans for the building 
call for a structure 152 by 208 feet, affording a floor 
space of 31,616 square feet. The cooping is to be done 
by the Spratt’s Company, who have probably handled 
more poultry shows both in England and America than 
all other cooping companies combined. Entries will 
close August 27, and the management will be ready for 
the reception of exhibits as early as September 25. In 
addition to the show proper, visitors especially interested 
in poultry culture are assured a series of lectures and 
actual demonstrations in judging, handling birds, etc. 


Beauty le as Beauty Does. 


It is a noticeable fact among breeders and fanciers 
that the reports of the Revision Committee to the 
American Standard of Perfection have kindled a lively 
discussion between the utility man and the breeder with 
an eye to beauty of plumage and symmetry of form. Let 
it be remembered in this discussion that the illustrations 
in the new standard are to be half-tones made direct 
from photographs of living specimens, which naturally 
epough leads to the question: “Shall the types chosen 
for these new illustrations be typical of meat birds and 
the egg machines, or shall they be etrikingly individual 
for beauty of plumage and form?” To put it conversely, 
have breeds deteriorated in economic values since becom- 
ing standard? If so, the book and its teachings have 
failed in an important point. As a matter of fact, the 
type of beauty should conform to the type of greatest 
economic value, whether it be for carcass or eggs. It is 
idle folly to breed to feather points alone, if thereby we 
lose in practical values; it should be the province of the 
standard not only to conserve and augment the economic 
values of the bird, but supplementary thereto in a sec- 
ondary sense, uniformity in type and color of plumage, 
head and leg points, should also follow. It may be 
gratifying to one’s sense of the beautiful to see correct 
feather markings in a Brown Leghorn or Plymouth 
Rock, but if it is at the expense of hen fruit and meat, 
it certainly is detrimental to the industry. Utility and 
beauty should go hand in hand. 


Let us view the subject at closer range. Is it not a 
fact that under color of plumage in standard breeds is a 
matter that has been exaggerated? What does it matter 
if a fowl! has slightly faulty undercolor if surface color 
is good and satisfying to the demands of beauty. And is 
K not a fact that the long-bodied hen with grateful keel- 
shaped back possesses the elements of gracefulness and 
is at the same time the ecg-laying type? Let the stand- 
ard of the future describe that shape which produces 
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| the greatest results to the breeder, just as the form of 


body and udder and milk veins indicate the premium 
dairy cow. 

Poultry culture is as much a part of commercial agri- 
culture as dairying, fruit growing, and truck gardening; 
it is subject to the same competitive atmosphere in the 
market-place; to maintain a foremost position it must 
afford economic results along similar lines, or else those 
following it for a livelihood will fail in the attainment of 
the highest results. By all means give us a standard 
that will give more and better poultry and eggs at less 
expens< of feeds and labor, at the same time maintaining 
uniformity of size and type and beauty of plumage. It 
can be done—all it requires is studious application and 
an appreciation of the eternal fitness of things. 


Does He Make $1500 Per Year? 


P. N. Leach of Santa Ana takes exception to some of 
our strictures on the “get rich quick” systems so prolif- 
ically advertised in the poultry press in the following 
letter of protest: 

“The writer is a constant reader of the poultry depart- 
ment in the Los Angeles Times Magazine. While not a 
practical poultryman, he feels he must take exception to 
your adverse criticism of the ‘Philo’ system in yester- 
day's paper. Mr. James M. Kanouse, No. 608 West Sec- 
ond street, this city, has over 500 chickens, 
ranging from three weeks to two months, on 
a plat about 150 feet square, and has had 
over 650. He uses the Philo system, although 
not in its entirety, owing to other business demands. He 
has used this method for over a year, and has experi- 
enced Al results. He now has chickens only two months 
old weighing in excess of two pounds, live weight. His 
fowls are all apparently in Al health—no lice, filth or 
disease. He claims better egg results from seventy-five 
hens in fifteen coops of the Philo type than he ever se- 
cured under former methods.” 

Many of these so-called systems possess merit here 
and there, more or less as the case may be. What the 
writer objects to strenuously is the fabulous sums said 
to be realized from their successful practice—sums which 
are only possible at best under the most intensive cul- 
ture and under the most favorable circumstances and 
conditions. They are not even average. rare cases, hence 
are not to be met with once in a thousand times. To 
do so would put half the population into the chicken 
business with the result of overproduction in a compar- 
atively short time. As in mercantile and manufacturing 
enterprises, it is only the comparatively few who make 
big money in chickens. There is no “sure” method. One 
breeder attains fine results by one method of feeding and 
management, and another breeder does equally well with 
methods radically different. It is a question of condi- 
tions and environment, coupled with personal aptitude 
to the business and constant application. These adver- 
tised methods offered for good money are to be the busi- 
ness what patent medicines are to the ailing popula- 
tion. We presume they will have to be tried out by the 
curious, but for our own part we believe to be a matter 
of individual initiative and continuity of purpose, rather 
than a bit of white containing certain “directions” for 
which the author wants $100. 


A Case of Gape Worms. 
A reader under date of June 20 writes The Times as 
follows: 


“I am a poultry fancier living in town and have lost 
a good many little chicks from a disease unknown to me. 


They are kept in a good clean pen and fed regularly a 
‘variety of food. When about four weeks old, they 
started gaping or trying to loosen something in the 


throat and die in about forty-eight hours.” 

Your birds are suffering from the gapes caused by the 
presence in the windpipe of a smal! thread-like worm, 
usually found in chicks. The affected birds are less 
lively, extend the neck and gape, lose flesh and strength, 
stand around with closed eyes and die. One remedy is 


to insert a small feather with oil of turpentine into the 


windpipe, give it a slight turn and withdraw. Often the 
‘worms come with it, or it causes their expulsion. An- 
other remedy is to place a few birds at a time in a large 
box covered with a coarse cloth, having a door at the 
side; dust air-slaked lime on the cloth. The lime 
breathed in by the birds causes the worms to relax their 
hold and they are coughed up, 


Down to the Earth Earthy. 


So reliable an authority as Ernest Kellerstrass, prob- 
ably the leading breeder of White Orpingtons in Amer- 
ica, claims to have discovered a simple preventive for 
the large mortality among brooder chicks. Briefly 
stated, he is.of the opinion that board floors are too hard 
and unnatural for the feet of young chicks, and that soil 
being soft and natural to them should be substituted. 
By standing on a board floor, the chicks acquire leg 
weakness resulting in the white bowel trouble 
and a general weakening. With loose, dry soil 
as a floor, the chicks will early learn to 
scratch and become active. Through scratching 
and exercise’ the infant birds grow strong. 
and hence more resistant to disease. Through exercise 
all the vital organs are brought into play, and suscepti- 
bility to disease is reduced to a minimum. A loose, pli- 
able loamy soil should be provided and the brooder floor 
covered with it to a depth of a few inches. As soon as 
the earth becomes foul it should be cleaned out and re- 
placed with new earth, every few days. If this new

L SUGGESTIONS FOR DWEL- : 


LERS IN DESERT REGIONS. 
By a Special Contributor, 
UMMER days are here again, and some of us must 

8 stay in the warm valleys part or all of the time. 
ns being our third summer on the Colorado Des- 

ert, u may be that some of our methods for keeping 

coo! and lightening housework may be of help to others. 

Experience has taught us many things, and we have 

managed to keep well and fairly comfortable during 

the four warm months, when at times the thermome- 

ter reaches 118 degrees and even higher. Little ex- 

pense or work has been expended to attain these sim- 
summer living devices. 

First of all, we sleep outdoors, not in a screened 
room, but out in the open where we get every breath 
air that stirs. This is a far better way, for often it 
takes. till] midnight for the air to cool in a porch or 
even under trees. So take the whole family right out 
under the stars; it won't hurt one of you, and we guar- 
antes that the sleep you get will be more restful than 
any you ever got before. Caution: Don't put cotton 
ip your ears or tie towels around your heads, for, like 
wearing a chest protector, you will be driven to the 


habit. 

„One certainly can get through the day better if he 
rests well at night. 

Yes, we have mosquitoes out here; they breed in the 
jeservoirs. To protect the sleepers, we nail two small 
posts about three feet long to the two head corners of 
the beds and two more, one on each side, about one- 
third of the way down on the sides of the beds. A nail 
is driven part way in on top of each post and strong 
twine is tied around on which is strung netting, leav- 
jog it full enough in front to be lifted up so one can 
erawi under cosily when retiring or doing the beds. 
Over the top we throw a piece of dark green sateen 
or netting, in each corner of which is fastened a stone 
to hold it in place. 

There you may rest and laugh at all the bugs and 
mosquitoes.

For single, beds we find the folding wire cots more | 


gtisfactory, and for the double beds we bolt legs on 
ordinary bed springs. All are fitted with rollers so in 
the day time the beds may be easily shoved into the 
shade. 

We are blest with some fine cottonwood trees, and 
between two of these swings the baby cage. It is made 


arrow inch boards, and is 18 inches deep, 31 inches 
wide, 47 inches long on the outside. The 4-year-old 


also takes his siesta in this while the baby plays 
awhile. The sides are covered with wire screen, over 


the bottom is stretched strong canvas, and over the 


top is throwh a piece of soft, dark green sateen 
weighted at the corners. We are not crue] to our ba- 
bles, making them lie and look up at the glaring light 
which we older ones would not endure an instant. 

The cage is swung by strands of cable drawn through 
the ends in two places, as a hammock is balanced. 

The baby is never 
annoyed by flies, and he may sit in it and play with 
his toys. 

“To keep things,” we have a pair of shelves fastened 
under the arm of a tree where a breeze from any di- 
rection strikes them. They are made of wide boards 
and fitted in a screened frame; screened because the 
fies are such thirsty things they would otherwise be 
Mek on the damp cloths sucking up the moisture. 

The food is plgced in covered stone jars, wrapped in 
several thicknesses of cloth and placed in granite pans 
Water in this swinging screened cupboard. Even in 
avery warm day, when the breeze is burning hot as it 
Hows across the sands, the food keeps fresh, the but- 
tr firm and milk sweet for eighteen hours. 
| The drinking water we keep in ollas set on upright 
went pipes directly under these shelves, the cups 
Maging by hooks underneath. We use several three- 
Million ollas, as they are easier handled in cleaning. 
They are filled at night and covered with wet sacks. 
The water is always as cool as one should drink for 
Malth’s sake, and far more satisfying than ice water. 
Gur well water is hot (102 degrees,) and the greater 
@vaporation causes it to get much cooler than when 
tool water is placed in the ollas. Try warming the 
water before putting it into your ollas—not boiling, 
however, for boiling ruins water unless it is filled with 
vileness. 

Aa to the cooking, any wise housewife will prepare 
tery different foods in the warm months. Fruits, mel- 
ss, salad vegetables, nuts and plenty of milk form 
a better diet than heavy meats and pastries, which are 
ted enough when we have more ambition to digest 
them 

We have good milk, cream, eggs, melons, figs, grapes 
aad honey through the summer on the desert, and al- 
ways have English walnuts and almonds. Salad vege- 
Wies are not obtainable, as the hot sun and winds 
Morch them, so we can tomatoes and asparagus, and of 
Wurse have potatoes and cabbage stored away. 

We rise early, at daylight. The one fire in the morn- 
ig usually answers for the day. (It is surprising what 
S nice hot dish one may prepare with twisted news- 
Mapers, which leave no coals to heat the room.) Our 
Weakfast is quite a hearty meal—usually cantaloupes, 
real and cream, potatoes with bacon and eggs, hot 
Mecuit or corn bread and coffee. We have one hot 
sh at noon, which is prepared in the morning and fin- 
hed in the fireless cooker. Beans or lentils with olive 


@, macaroni with cream sauce and cheese, rice with 
baten eggs, and many such dishes, with fruit for des- 


sert, make a satisfying dinner. Strange as it may seem, 
we are ravenously hungry in this hot, dry climate, and 
chilis, fresh or as seasoning, and hot soups seem to 
Just touch the spot.” 

Our supper is usually soup, bread, or its substitute, 
and milk. Light bread is about out of the question, for 
it sours and molds so quickly. We use soda and sea 
biscuit, dry cereals, graham crackers, etc. Occasion- 
ally in the morning we make baking-powder biscuit, 
leaving out the shortening, molding and cutting out as 
for baking. These are placed on the top of the dinner 
dish, allowed to boil in the closely-covered pot about 
ten minutes, and placed, without lifting the cover, into 
the fireless cooker. They will be light, dry and warm 
at noon. Stewed dried fruits are excellent in the fire- 
less cooker, with the same dough as above stewed on 
top, and all served with cream. 


We make a confection for the big and little children 
which makes a very complete luncheon when served: 
with a glass of milk or fruit juice. It is composed of 
equal quantities of dried figs, dates and seeded raisins; 
one-third the whole amount of nut meats, all put 
through the food chopper, then mixed with beaten egg 
white. Butter a tin having straight sides and pack in 
the mixture so solidly it will hold its shape when 
turned out. With a sharp knife cut in small cubes and 
roll in powdered sugar or dip in chocolate as creams. 
The children are not allowed to “piece” on these, but 
are given a glass of milk and buttered biscuit or some 
fruit once between meals if desired. They are never 
cross or ill. Cross children are suffering from wrong 
diet or the need of a nap—even big children show this 
symptom. 

To go back to the pantry—did you ever try a bowl 
of rich milk with crisp hot popcorn? 


Personally, in hot weather I have more energy if I 
eat but two meals a day—the morning meal of fruit, 
cereal and hot milk, the second meal at noon, eating 
what the rest do, or even less. 

About the house, on the grass or hard ground we wear 
sandals, no stockings. No one knows the actual dis- 
comfort of leather and stockings till sandals have been. 
adopted. Our summer garments are of the coolest and 
lightest material—union suits of gauze underneath to 
save extra bulk around the hips, and the female dress 
cut in one piece as much as possible.

FIELD NOTES. 
Thrips Can Be Controlled. 


RUIT GROWERS of California will receive with 
much gratification the authoritative information we 


are able to give that experiments by the United States 


government thrips investigators have proven entirely 
successful and Mr. Dudley Moulton of San José, under 
whose direction the experiments have been made, states 
that the thrips pest can be absolutely controlled by 
plowing and other cultivation in the fall, followed by 
spraying during February and March. 

Heretofore, while many methods seeking to control 
thrips have been tried by individuals and officials, suffi- 
clent success was not apparent to warrant any one in 
Claiming that thrips could be exterminated, and those 
who found the pest in their orchards faced a particu- 
larly vexatious and serious situation -because of the 
method has been 
found to combat the insect will cause much relief in 
all sections. 

Mr. Moulton expects to prepare a bulletin to be pub- 
lished by the United States Department of Agriculture 
within a few weeks in which will be given the results 
of this year’s experiments on thrips. The publication 
will be anxiously awaited and will be reprinted for the 
benefit of our subscribers in California Fruit Grower at 
the earliest possible moment.—[California Fruit 
Grower. 


Government Whitewash. 


HITEWASH, as used by the government, is pre- 

pared as follows: Take one-half bushel unslaked 
lime, slake it with boiling water, cover during the pro- 
cess to keep in steam; strain the liquid through a fine 
sieve or strainer, and add to it a peck of salt previously 
dissolved by soaking in warm water, three pounds 
ground rice boiled to a thin paste and stirred in while 
hot, one-half bushel Spanish whiting and one pound 
clean glue, previously dissolved by soaking over a slow 
fire in a small pot hung in a larger one filled with water. 
Add five gallons of hot water to the mixture; stir well 
and let it stand a few days, covered from dirt. It 
should be applied hot, for which purpose it can be kept 
in a kettle or portable furnace.—[Government Bulletin. 


Acclimatization of Plants. 


T is more difficult to establish alfalfa in a new loca- 
tion or climate than it is to make the same change 
with Indian corn. One is a perennial and the other an 
annual plant. The perennial can be made to bear the 
change in time, but it will not do so at once. For ex- 
ample, box elder, red cedar and many trees from seed 


produced in the south are short-lived and delicate when 


planted in the north, while trees from the same spe- 
cles of northern origin are hardy in the north. Hence 
in the case of alfalfa, it is no doubt futile to try to es- 
tablish the warm country species in a region of the 
north, at least until the regular but prolonged course 
of acclimatization can be brought through. 

The explanation of the ease with which annuals such 
as corn or wheat can be established seems complicated 
in terms, but it is simple in principle. A species of 
corn is not an entity, but an aggregation of more ele- 
mental species. These elemental divisions may exist 
in large corn, not recognizable, however, in the grains 
to the most critical observer. It is not strange that 
these elemental characteristics manifest themselves 
when the seed is planted in a new climate. If this 
bushel of seed corn is planted far northward from its 
origination, the extra early elemental species will ma- 
ture corn, while the late will fail from frost attack or 
more fundamental cause. Here is a fine example of 
adaptation, or acclimatization, and while the bushel 


“of seed is all of the same species, the varietal or ele- 


mental habits permit the establishment of perhaps a 
successful corn the first year. In other words, the 
systematic species has been broken up into its natural 
divisions by environment, and by elimination the fit- 
test has produced a generation capable of maintaining 
itself in the new location. 

The wild species of animals do not seem subject to 
these mutations, because, perhaps nature is more cer- 
tain in her selections than is man in his manipulation 


ot cultivated species. It is a fact that the northern 


limits of wild plants have not changed within a thous- 
and years. Applying these premises to alfalfa, which 
are much less subject to change than annuals we must 
look to the extreme northern limits of the old world 
Yor plants that will survive the extreme climates 
of this continent. If selection will not breed hardi- 
ness in plants, the geographical limits must be applied. 
There is more hope from hybridization, for a variety 
may be improved by crossing through the fact that 
hardiness of one parent may be transmitted along with 
the superior quality of the other. 


A Complaint Settled. 


NE of those questions to which there seems no de- 
1 — in the public mind has been concluded 
as far as the law is concerned. The University at 


‘Berkeley has a small dairy farm, used primarily in 


giving instruction to students in the dairy course. 
In this instruction it is of course necessary to produce 
milk and its manufactured products. For some time 
the regents have been selling these products to the 
public and this caused the dairymen of Berkeley to ask 
the courts for a restraining order preventing the uni- 
versity from selling the prolucts of its dairy. The

complainants claim that the defendants, being subsi- 
dized by the State, are in position to undersell the regu- 
lar dairymen to the extent of 3 to 4 cents on the quart 
of milk. The defendants state that in fact they are 
doing the reverse, and, on account of the certified 
character of their milk they find a market for it at a 
higher than current rate. 


The trial of these issues recently came before Judge 
Wood of Amador county, sitting for Judge Waste at 
Oakland. His decision is in favor of the university, 
and is in fact a decision that the Berkeley institution is 
not a “subsidized dairy.” In other words, that the 
university dairy’s being in receipt of financial support 
of the State does not prevent the public sale of its 
products. It is a decision of great interest, as many 
counties maintain dairies and stock-breeding institu- 
tions at their farms. In Los Angeles county the “Poor 
Farm” supplies milk, eggs, etc., to the County Hospital, 
which of course is merely a matter of book-keeping as 
far as the principle is concerned. Judge Wood's dis- 
position of the university case seems final, though the 
plaintiffs have a way open for appeal. 


Boom n of Value. 


HE Alaska-Yukon Exposition Committee, composed 

of Gov. Gillett, J. A. Filcher and Frank Wiggins, 
has just issued a book of nearly 200 pages, entitied 
“California.” Contributors numbering twenty-five 
of our most eminent people furnished the material 
for this work, and the text is of rare interest and value. 
From the historical sketch of the first pages to “The 
Call to the Immigrant” of the last, we find every in- 
dustry of the State treated by men competent to set 
forth the truth in an attractive and useful manner, and 
they have done so without stint.

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Fungus Blight on Sycamore. 


SUBSCRIBER noticing the defoliation of large syca- 

more trees in the Arroyo Seco running from Los 
Angeles into the mountains north of Pasadena sent 
samples of the leaves and asked if there was any way 
of preventing this defoliation. The leaves were curl- 
ing up and dying. and some were eaten apparently by 
insects and were occupied by small white worms. The 
matter was referred to Prof. R. E. Smith of the Southern 
California Pathological Laboratory, and he writes: 


The sycamore leaves which you sent me recently are 
affected by the fungus blight which is universal on these 
trees all over the world. The disease varies in intensity 
from year to year, but almost always defoliates syca- 
more trees everywhere at this season. A new crop of 
leaves is at once put out and there is no very serious 
damage. [California Cultivator. 


A New Selling Agency.

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The North Dakota Seed Law. . 


SM ANY persons, both farmers and seedsmen, are evi- 
dencing interest in the provisions of the act. The point 
Fin interest to be noted is that it does not apply to 
seeds being sold for the present season's crop. This is 
but fair to all concerned as it is obvious that seedsmen 
could not be expected to conform to the special pro- 
visions required on short notice. It is next to be noted 
that its provisions should be kept in mind by all persons 
preparing to lay in seeds for sale in the State for sowing 
after the date of July 1, 1909. The bili, as 
passed, is in all essentials identical with the bill as in- 
troduced in the Senate and published at the time by 
geveral state papers with the exception that garden seeds 
jo packets of one pound or less are not subject to the. 
requirements as to labeling, and noxious weeds. 


Summarizing: In its essentials the law demands that 
ns selling or exposing seeds for sale shall attach a 

label which shall show the name of the person, firm or 
tion responsible for the seed and also the name 

of the kind of seed offered; prohibits the sale of seeds 
containing seeds of quack-grass, vow-thistle, Canada 
thistle and dodder; and demands that varieties shall be 
yeasonably true to name; establishes a seed testing 
“taboratory at the Agricultural College and provides for 
the inepection, testing or analysis of samples to be sent 
te by citizens or collected by inspectors.— [Rural Cali-

‘Bladiolus and Their Care. 

NE of the most popular of bulbous flowers is the 

Giadiolus, especialy the new hybrid varieties, which 
show handsome spikes of large, richly colored flowers, 
Won strikingly marked and variegated. The plants are 
erect in growth, about two feet high, and often develop 
one or two branches. They begim to open their flowers 
within a few weeks after planting, the lower buds de- 
veloping first, and the others successively as the plant 
grows and matures, so that the blooming season is great- 
ly prolonged. The colors range from pure white, very 
slightly tinged, to deep crimson and purple, and most of 
the varieties exhibit attractive combinations of colors in 
the same flower. Grouped in a bed they make a grand 
display, and elicit unbounded praise and admiration. 


The culture of Gladiolus is very simple. The bulbs or 
corms are placed about six or eight inches apart, in rows 
eight or ten inches apart, and covered to the depth of 
six inches. The bed should be rich and deep, and in a 
sunny place. Every bulb will bloom, and the better the 
soil the more handsome the flowers. By deep-planting 
the plants do not suffer from the extreme heat of sum- 
mer, and by planting at intervals of two weeks a dis- 
play of the flowers may be enjoyed from March until 
ate Autumn. A mulch of fine stable litter will be found 
beneficial to both plants and flowers. 

In the fall, if you wish, take up the plants, remove the 

tops with a sharp knife, dry the corms, and store ina 
dark, cool cellar, where they will be well ventilated. 
The bublets may be stored with the others, but in plant- 
ing these remove the outer covering, as this will forward 
growth. The bublets, being small, and slow in starting, 
cannot always be depended upon to bloom the first 
season. 
New varieties are rapidly raised by hybridization, and 
seed-planting. If started early some of the seedlings may 
bloom the first season, but, as a rule seedlings do not 
bloom till the second year.—I Rural Californian. 


The Farm Wood Lot. 


HILE only one generation from the time when the 

finest of our hard-wood forests were considered an 
encumberance, to be got rid of as rapidly as possible, 
we can hardly realize how very small a remnant of those 
forests is left in anything like the early condition as re- 
gards stand or quality of trees. However, there is yet to 
be found on most Ohio farms an apology for a forest in 
piece of land that does double duty as a pasture and 
wood-lot. 

There are some people who yet laugh at the idea of 
Ohio being short on timber-supply or that the next few 
decades will find us in the midst of a timber famine, so 
far as our home supply goes. And yet such is surely the 
case if the present management of Ohio woodland con- 
tinues. 


This statement is capable of mathematical demon- 
Stration in many instances, and even as a rule. To il- 
lustrate, a neighbor has ten acres in timber, containing 
four hundred grown trees, without a single young seed- 
ling coming on to take their place, because closely 
pastured. His needs for fuel and timber for farm pur- 
poses require at least twenty of these trees to be har- 
vested each year. Now, the iife of this wood-lot is re- 
duced to a simple division of twenty into four hundred, 
When there will be one more Ohio farm without a wood- 
let. 


believe the farm wood-lot is almost indispensable 
to any farm, and if rightly managed it will be the source 
of supply for all the needed fuel, the posts for all fences 
on the farm, the timber for the new barn or house, and 
boards for gates and for all needed repairs about the 
buildings. So it becomes not only a great convenience, 
but a very valuable asset of the farm as well. 
To have a wood-lot thus valuable it is necessary that 
there be a succession of trees coming on of all sizes,

Beautifying the Home Grounds. 


HE trees and plants surrounding the house are 

analagous to the frame of a picture and should be 
so arranged as to give a good back-ground to the build- 
ings and help to present a natural view of the place. 


The sof? in which the trees are to be planted is a 
very important consideration. If the soil is too sandy 
and gravelly, so as to be deficient in plant food, good 
success with trees will be hindered unless the soll be 
well fertilized. On the other hand, the soil may be too 
heavy but this condition can be overcome somewhat by 
the proper application of stable manures. 


A good loamy soil is conceded to be the best for trees 
and ornamentals, and in some cases it would pay to 
aul this kind of soll to start the trees in. 


The size of the hole to dig for the trees depends on 
the size of the plant. However, one rule can be given: 
Be sure to dig the hole large enough to accommodate 
all the roots without crowding them. Before selecting 
your trees, take a drive through the neighborhood to see 
what trees and plants are already growing with success 
in the yards of your neighbors; also write to your ex- 
periment station and get its list. From the two sources 
you can make a list of the ones that would suit your 
site best. Now you can go to your nursery catalogue 
and order your trees and plants with a feeling of as- 
surance that they will grow if you give them the proper 
care and attention. 


In ordering trees, do not select those that are too 
large, because it has been found thai the best success 
has been secured with smaller trees. 


All plants, to insure the best success, should be trans- 
planted during the dormant season, and while they can 
be set out in the fall or winter, spring planting is pre- 
ferable. 

In transplanting, do not place the trees too close to- 
gether or where they will obstruct the front view of the 
house, Plant shrubs and ornamentals in front of the 
trees, also near the house to soften the outlines, and in 
the sharp angles made by the walks or beds. To prevent 
shading of shrubs and ornamentals they should not be 
‘planted too close to the trees. When flowers are planted 
they should be placed in front of the shrubs, to finish 
the background. It is not a good plan to cut up the lawn 
in front of the house by trees or shrubs; a few small 
groups of shrubs planted in the proper places will break 
the monotonous outlines of the lawn. 

After planting the plants they should receive good care 
and attention. Plenty of water must be supplied to them 
either naturally or artificially. The soil should never be 


should be closed_by filling with soil or tamping it down. 
This should be done until the trees or plants are estab- 
lished. 

Pruning the trees and shrubs should be practiced only 
when necessary. Plants should be pruned, to give them 
form, to remove extra growth and dead branches. The 
natural form of the trees, shrubs and ornamentals 
should be preserved as much as possible. Limbs re-

Hardwoods in California. 
2 Pacific Coast will soon be the scene of an inter- 


esting tree-growing experiment. The United States 
Forest Service is planning to introduce a number of the 
more important eastern hardwoods into California, and 
writes us that the service will this year experiment with 
chestnuts, hickory, basswood, red oak, and yellow pop- 
lar or tulip trees. Small patches of these trees will be 
planted near the forest rangers’ cabins on the national 
forests, and if these do well, larger plantations on a 
commercial scale will soon be established on wider areas, 

There are over 125 different species of trees in Califor- 
nia, a number of which produce some of the most valu- 
able varieties of lumber in the country. Although con- 
siderably over one-half of the species are hardwood or 
broad-leafed trees, yet, with the exception of the ex- 
otic eucalyptus, there is not a single species of hard- 
wood here ranking in commercial importance with the 
leading eastern hardwoods. Climatic conditions in 
many parts of California are undoubtedly favorable for 
the growth of a number of the valuable hardwoods, and 
the absence of these trees is due mostly to unfavorable 
factors of seed distribution. 

If the experiments are successful, a valuable asset 
will have been added to the forest resources of this 
State, which should prove of special benefit to the local 
furniture and vehicle industries. Chestnut and red oak 
are highly esteemed for furniture, while with hickory, 
basswood, and eucalyptus at its command, California 
should lead all other States in the vehicle industry.—

Care of the Child. 


HE following meme from Chicago was recently 
published: 


a Study the souls of children. That is one of the 


purposes of the Juvenile Psychopathic Institute, organ- 
ized in Chicago by philanthropic citizens and promi- 
nent settlement workers. Its final objects are to ob- 
tain for juvenile offenders proper treatment, accord- 
ing to their mentality and surroundings, and to achieve 
a diminution of juvenile criminality by eradicating 
the contributing cause in individual cases. The organi- 
zation has employed competent medical talent and each 
child brought into the Juvenile Court will be examined 
physically and mentally, and his home surroundings, 
and even his ancestry, inquired into with a view of de- 
termining a cause of delinquency.” 


It would be well not to wait until children become 
criminals before undertaking the training of their 
moral faculties. Prof. Fröbel, the great Swiss educa- 
tor, a father of the kindergarten system, said: “Give 
me the child from his fourth to his tenth year and I 
shall feel safe about his citizenship.” 


California has a new law, providing for health and 
development supervision in the public schools of the 
State. Boards of school trustees and city boards of 
education are authorized to establish such supervision 
and to employ the necessary examining staff and other 
employés. It is understood that the passage of this 
law is largely due to the efforts of George I. Leslie, 
M. X., of Los Angeles, head of the science department 
in the Los Angeles schools. 


It is well that California should take an advanced 
step in this direction, for California leads all common- 
wealths of the Union in crime, and crime is largely due 
to defective care of the child. 

This_law will provide employment for a number of 
political doctors. Whether it will have any further 
good effect depends largely upon the manner in which 
it is enforced. It is a good thing to attend to such 
matters as defective sight, and hearing, and poor chest 
development, and deformities, but all these things are 
of minor importance in comparison with the subject 
of diet—of the material out of which these young grow- 
ing human beings are formed. When children are fed 
on starches, and sweets, and slops, or overstimulating 
foods, and of food lacking in organic salts that feed the 
nerves, is it any wonder that they are not what they 
should be? When one Inspects the average lunch of the 
average school child, the wonder is not that things are 
thus, but that they are not much worse. 

Ten thousand school children in Chicago are reported 
to be insufficiently nourished. Doubtless. Many thous- 
ands of persons who habitually overeat are under- 
nourished, because they do not eat the right material 
to make brain and brawn. There are very, very few 
who actually do not, for any length of time, get enough 
of food, by weight. Seamstresses and other poorly- 
paid workers starve themselves on white bread, dough- 
nuts, bacon. tea and other so-called food that does not 
nourish, or only partially nourishes, when for the same 
amount of money they could buy nourishing food. It 
is a fact that a man doing ordinary work may, if neces- 
sary, keep up his physical and mental strength at a 
cost of 5 cents a day for food or even less. He must, 
however, know how. 

In MecClure’s Magazine for June was an article by 
Marion Hamilton Carter on “The Conservation of the 
Defective Child.” The author refers to the fact that 
in Chicago it was recently found that on entering 
school at the age of 7, 32 per cent. of the pupils had 
defective eyesight. He describes a school in Philadel- 
phia where the minds of defective children are made 
over. It was established in 1907 through the liberality 
of Mrs. J. Lewis Crozer, and is in charge of Dr. Light- 
ner Witmer. 


= It is encouraging to note that this important subject 


‘s beginning to receive attention. It is also, of course, 
desirable to do everything possible for defective chil- 
dren. Do not, however, forget that prevention is bet- 
ter than cure. Of much greater importance is it that 
men and women should be taught the great and sacred 
importance of properly begetting, conceiving, and train- 
ing young human beings. This care should begin be- 
fore the conception of the child, not after that child 
goes to a public school as a “defective.” 

Instead of this, what do we see? While men expend 
a vast amount of study and money in the raising of 
first-class live stock, it is probably safe to say that not 
one young human being out of a thousand is deliber- 


ately planned, begotten and conceived. They come into | 


the world as little accidents, often unwelcome. If a 
child is begotten of a father who is half-intoxicated 


and is conceived by an unwilling mother, can you won- 


der that it is a defective, and perhaps a degenerate? 
Surely this is one of the most important of all social 
questions. Yet it has hitherto been almost entirely i- 


nored, and even of late, when some people have taken ,

up the subject of “eugenics,” or the right bearing of 
children, they confine most of their discussions to the 
question of the relations between the sexes. 


Elizabeth Towne gives the following advice in regard 
to the treatment of hysterical children: 

“First. Never by any chance allow the hysteric 
to gain anything by hysterics. 

“Second. Give her no sympathy and let her severely 
alone for at least twenty-four hours after each spell; 
she needs at least a day's absolute rest to recuperate 
from one such spell; and she needs a day along in 
which to realize what a disgusting fool she has made 
of herself, and to resolve that next time she will get 
her way honestly or not at all. 

“Third. Have it out with her at once, no mincing, 
then forever after treat her as if she never had a hys- 
teric fit in her life. 

“If a spell recurs, go off and leave her to have it out 
alone. 

“Under this treatment, she will quickly outgrow the 
habit. 

“And it will never come back uniess somebody spoils 
her over again.” 

It is rather surprising to find the above, published 
without comment, in that excellent little weekly the 
Battle Creek Idea. Children are not hysterical for 
nothing. If the child has been wrongly fed—if as 
above suggested, it has been overfed of starches and 
sweets, and slops, and fed on food lacking in the neces- 
sary organic salts, its nerves are starved, and the poor 
little thing cannot well help being hysterical. In such 
cases, it would be cruel to treat the symptoms in the 
manner suggested by Mrs. Towne. Instead of thus pun- 
ishing the symptoms, remove the cause. 

Writing in the Ladies’ Home Journal, W. L. Howard, 
M. D., recently said: Would you expect to cure epi- 
leptic fits by a spanking, by locking the child up in a 
room, or a closet? No. Well, these unreasonable and 
uncontrollable fits of anger in a child are precisely the 
same—that is, they are symptoms of-psychic epilepsy.” 

Sometimes there may be eye strain, or there may pos- 
sibly be a lesion of the spine, in which latter case a 
few osteopathic treatments would work wonders. 

Such an hysterical condition is often due to abuse 
of the young brain by overstudy. Not infrequently we 
see reports of suicides from this cause, and in Ger- 


many such suicides are quite common. This is a sub- 


ject which should certainly have the earnest attention 
of any examining boards that may be appointed. 

Never let your children study at home, under any 
circumstances, or whatever the consequences may be. 

England has begun to wake up to the evils attaching 
to the neglect and ill-treatment of children. Last year, 
Parliament passed a “Children’s Act“ which came in 
force in April, this year. Among other things, the act 
provides a severe penalty for giving a child under the 
age of 5 any intoxicating liquor “except upon the order 
of a duly qualified medical practitioner.”” Always the 
same foolishness. Poison is no less poison when “pre- 
scribed by a physician’”—perhaps a youngster who has 
managed to squeak through a medical examination a 
few weeks previously. What right has any physician 
to prescribe alcohol for a child under 5 years of age? 

Dr. Walter Lindley of Los Angeles, who recently 
visited Europe, to study the problem of the treatment 
of deficient or morbidly-disposed children of the poor, 
was quoted as follows, in a special dispatch from Lon- 
don to The Times: 

“I have been deeply impressed by schools in London 
of this kind. London is in this respect, far in advance 
of any American city, and has established outdoor 
schools, which I consider most beneficial for children 
of the poor, who are weak, abnormally backward or in- 
clined to disease. 

“I ean speak only with the utmost admiration of such 
schools, as that in Lordship’s Lane, Stoke Newington, 
where ninety unfortunate little ones, besides receiving 
ordinary mental instruction, are taught gardening and 
other outdoor work. 

“They receive wholesome and hearty luncheon at 
school, and before returning to their homes are made 
to lie down and rest two hours in the afternoon, either 
on cots or on the ground, according to their bodily 
condition. 


“The effect is to correct morbid physical tendencies, | 


to strengthen the body, gradually to inure the child to 


fatigue and exposure, and to stimulate mental action at 


the same time. I hope very strongly that this method 
will be adopted soon in America.” 

While upon this subject, the editor of the Care of the 
Body would once more urge that a simple inexpensive 
uniform should be adopted for public school children, 
especially in the case of the girls. Few stop to think 
of the heartburning, jealousies, envies, and actual suf- 
fering, entailed upon children of the poor, or moder- 
ately well-to-do, by the overdressing that is permitted 
on the part of school children whose parents are rich. 
Indeed, this may easily lead to immorality and crime. 
In Japan they are ahead of us in this direction. There, 
in the public schools, the child of the millionaire, or 
the lord of the manor, wears the same simple uniform 
as the laborer’s child. Following are extracts from an 
article that appeared a few days ago in a local con- 
temporary:

Surely, it should not need the services of a Philadel- 
phia lawyer—or a solicitor-general—to find out that a 
compound, manufactured from neutral spirits, flavored 
with a number of substances some of which are much 
more injurious than prune juice, cannot properly be 
called whisky. Unfortunately, however, this is another 
case where the Almighty Dollar gets in its heavy work.

About 85 per cent. of the whisky manufactured and sold 
in the United States is bogus. It is the manufacturers 
of this injurious stuff that are making the fight to have 
their product recognized as the real thing. 


As previously suggested here, it is a disgrace to a 
great and wealthy country like this that it should con- 
sent to put its stamp of approval and derive a large 
part of its revenue from adulterated beverages, sailing 
under false colors. A large proportion of the brutal 
and violent crimes committed by people under the in- 
fluence of liquor are due, not so much to the alcohol 
as to the vile compounds with which the alcohol fs 
adulterated. In the olden days, when whisky was pure 
and cheap, you rarely heard of such horrible crimes 
as are now of daily occurrence.

Literary Work and Fatigue. 


LARGE number of letters are received every day 
by the editor of the Care of the Body department. 


these days of public schools and higher education only 
a very small proportion of Americans know how to 
write good English. It would be better if our schools 
would leave out some of the “frills” and teach children 
at least how to spell and how to compose a simple let- 
ter in decent English. 

Oscar Schleif is a versatile individual. He is a pian- 
ist, an author, a lecturer, and an athiete. He is inter- 
ested in hygiene, occasionally contributing to hygienic 
magazines. Last summer he reéntered the thiletic 
arena after an interval of sixteen years, making second 
place in a mile swimming championship. 


Mr. Schleif was formerly a resident of Los Angeles.- 
He has written a little book entitled “The Technic of 
English.” (Published by the author, 1526 N. Park 
avenue, Philadelphia.) In this, he gives a number of 
suggestions in regard to the construction of English 
sentences and paragraphs, with examples. Also analy- 
ses of the words used by noted writers. 

In regard to the influence of fatigue upon style the 
author says: 

“Among the various causes of undesirable repetition 
we must mention fatigue. in analyzing style, one of 
our first observations is the high average vocabulary 
of introductory paragraphs. While of subsequent repe- 
tition much may be due to the natural limitations of a 
subject, and to the involved reintroductions, yet in 


accounting for the decreasing vocabulary we must look 
largely to the elements of carelessness and fatigue, one 
or both of which tend to appear and to become more 
noticeable as work progresses. At the beginning of a 
subject or chapter the writer is likely to have in mental 
readiness a certain amount of material which has al- 
ready received technical care, but in putting down sub- 
sequent matter he is obliged, as regards both ideas and 
phrasing, to rely more upon inspiration. A paraliellism 
in progressing deficiency may be found in handwriting. 
Here the factors of carelessness and fatigue are simi- 
larly active, introductory lines and paragraphs show- 
ing greater clearness and legibility than is displayed by 
subsequent passages. Indeed, graphologists claim that 
fatigue, when present, is unfailingly indicated by a 
drooping tendency toward the end of any sustained 


plece of writing, even if this tendency is noticeable 
only in the final downward stroke of a signature.” 


| Mr. Schleif may be a good composer, but he is a 


| “bum” 


speller. He adopts that hideous style of mis- 
spelling some words such as “thruout,” “brot,” “thots.” 
He would probably spell that classic sentence, sent as 
the first message over the telegraph wire thus: “Wot 
hath God rot?” | 

This is sufficient to induce “fatigue” in the mind of 
the normal person—even at the beginning of a sen- 
tence.
